Nanking, June 25. 

‘The Central Government will stick 
to Ite steadfast policy of achieving 
ational unification through peaceful 
efforts and at the same time hopes 
{that the people will full their duties | 
10 the State by appreciating this policy 
‘and giving It their unanimous support, 
declared Gen. Chiang Kai-shek, when 
his views concerning the Southwest, 
situation were solicited by the press. 
China should remain united, Gen. 
Chiang said, for history is full of, 
proofs. that where there is unity 
there is peace and prosperity, and | 
where there is dissension there is 
strife and suffering. Consequently, the 
Central Government by virtue of its 
responsibilities, will never forsake its 
duties over political matters that 
Fequiro unified control and national 
handling. 

However, Gen. Chiang declared, 
within the framework of national 
unity it would still be possible to, 
respect local conditions. ‘People of 
different provinces have different 
customs, tempers and inclinations. 
As a result of this, while efforts will 
bbe bent to uniformity in administra- 
tion, sufficient consideration may be 
given for their special cireumstances 
and environments, The Central 
Government is exceedingly willing to 
diseuss with the various provincial 
authorities their problems, with a 
view to establishing" domestic 
‘equilibrium.

made although it is understood 
that the South-West Political Coun~ 
cil and the provinces under its 
Influence have thelr own remedies 
for the malaise now affecting their 
relations with the Central Govern- 
ment, Similarly Nanking has issued 
‘a most emphatic denial of the state~ 
ment that General Chiang Kai-shek 
has made demands on the South- 
‘West Provinces or the two Kwangs. 
‘This journal has received direct) 
confirmation of this denial from an- 
other source, The systematic clr- 
culation of rumours, whether by’ 
‘one side or by the other, makes it 
exceedingly difficult to tell a plain 
‘unvarnished story. And the rumours | 
have at times all the playfulness of] 
kittens impishly chasing their own 
tails or appear to be brought to 
rest like estimable whiting with 
their tails thrust firmly into their 
too receptive mouths. ‘The inter- 
change of messages and specula- 
tions during the last few days, the 
advance and retreat of forces, the 
movements of troops in the pre- 
eautionary mood, have produced a 
general feeling of relief from the 
acute apprehension of the first days 
when Kwangsi thundered forth its! 
challenge to the Central Govern- 
‘ment while apparently addressing. 
the dim, distant figures of the 
‘Kwantung Army—a Japanese not a 
Cantonese product. Yet observers 
who appear to exercise that un- 
canny instinct which enables them 
to read between the lines and 
ignore the printed word, are dis- 
posed to consider the danger of 
civil war real and unmistakable, 
Tn the circumstances and with all 
‘the reservations of those mystical 
four characters, it is advisable to 
see how matters stand. 

"The two Kwangs declare that) 
they are financially in dire straits. 
‘They maintain that the Centre 
Governments troops by the occup: 
tion of Kweichow and Yunnan a 
few months ago have effectually 
cut Kwangsi and Kwangtung off 
from important opium revenue, 
‘They claim that their vital need of 
independence demands more money 
and that the only way in which 
they can fulfil that demand is by 
taking the fleld against the Japan- 
ese—and that, by geographical and 
other considerations, implies pri 
marily an attack on the Central 
Government's troops, or the occupa- 
tion of territory usually held by those 
troops. It is said that the first idea 
of marching up by way of Chang- 
sha has been abandoned or modi- 
fied; the new plan is to advance 
by three different routes through 
Fukien, Kiangs! and Hunan respe 
tively, but it is reasonable to doubt 
whether this ambitious project can 
be seriously pressed. ‘The relations 
between General Chiang Kai-shek 
and General Chen Chi-tang have 
been generally supposed to cover a 
working arrangement which in ex- 
change, for the tolerance of Nan- 
king pregeryes the neutrality of 
Kwangtung in any dispute with 
‘Kwangsi, Counteracting this condi- 
tion of things, the South-West 
partisans are asserted to have 
secured the good offices of General 
Li Tsung-jen who, leaving General 
Pai Chung-hsi, to look after the 
military dispositions of Kwangsi, 
has spent a profitable time in Can- 
ton by keeping General Chen Chi- 
tang in the strait and narrow path 
of loyalty to the alliance of the 
Kwangs. ‘The pecuniary subven- 
tions received by Kwangtung from 
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Nanking are said to have been ap-| 
plied, among other things, to the| 
armament of the Province which is| 
well equipped with fighting forces| 
‘of considerable strength and signi 
ficance. The pretensions of the 
South-West to a fervent crusade| 
‘against Japanese aggression are! 
obviously subordinated to criticism| 
of Nanking—to use no stronger| 
term. Indeed, commonsense sug-| 
gests that, were the two Kwangs| 
really to move northward with the 
declared object of eventually clash 
ing with Japanese might, a Japan- 
ese aircraft carrier, suitably located’ 
off the mouth of the Canton River, 
could supply an unanswerable argu- 
ment for reconsideration of such 
intentions, It is in fact difficult to| 
resist the view that the present| 
restiveness of the South-West is| 
really based on an acute lack of 
funds and takes for its text the| 
charge of dictatorial _autocracy| 
Htevelled—without specific details— 
against the person of General 
Chiang Kai-shek. 

Tn justification of this attitude] 
attempts are made to suggest that| 
sympathy ~vith the South is forth-| 
coming from other provinces and| 
Neaders. It has been alleged that} 
General Chiang Kai-shek has late-| 
ly been in conference with the| 
‘Minister of War, General Ho Ying-' 
chin, General Feng Yt 
|General Chang Hsueh-1 
‘at that conference some differences| 
of opinion have been mooted. On| 
authority very close to the Central] 
Government it is  categorically| 
denied that any such conference has| 
been held, So far as can be judged, 
General Chiang Kai-shek is not} 
disposed to make any attack on the| 
‘Kwangs. Nor is he acting up to the| 
standards of dictatorship ascribed, 
to him. His recent explicit repudi 
tion of the intention to stand for} 
the Presidency of China next Nov- 
‘ember {s consistent with his gen- 
eral conduct of affairs as Preside 
of the Executive Yuan. He has| 
also declared that at the forth-| 
‘coming special meeting of the Kuo- | 
mintang Plenary Session, he wishes| 
the delegates to exercise thelr full] 
freedom of judgment. It is ex-| 
pected that the Kwangtung and| 
Kangsi_ provinces will be repre: 
sented and requested to state thelr! 
‘case, The Kwangs, of course, decla 
that the meeting will be “packed” 
and therefure of no value except! 
‘ag providing a formal endorsement| 
of the “dictator's” wishes. Adher- 
ents of the Central Government, 
however, ask the question whether| 
it is possible for a Central Gov- 
‘ernment to function properly if by 
subsidies, for which it finds the} 
money, tolerantly-treated Kw: 
tung and Kwangsi exhaust their! 
finanelal resources in raising armies| 
which can be of no possible use in 
resisting alleged external aggression 
but must be a real menace to the 
peace and security of neighbouring| 
administrations under the more 
direct control of Nanking. These—| 
it would seem—are questions ex- 
ceedingly pertinent to the presen:| 
fssue, clouded and obscure though 
it be, ‘They point clearly to the 
reason why intelligent observers| 
fare by no means happy about tho| 
‘outcome of these troop movements.| 
A time may come when the Central| 
Government can no longer ignore 
the threat to its authority and, im-| 
pressed though it be by the danger 
and ignominy of a revival of civil 
warfare at this moment, come to 
the conclusion that, failing amicable 
negotiation, the Kwangs must be 
‘brought to’ book. 


























MODERATION WANTED 


June 29. 
‘The Chinese Customs authorities 
have issued a dispassionately 


‘worded report on the circumstances 
which led to action by preventive 
vessels against certain Japanese 
ships. ‘The facts as recorded in this 
report differ markedly from those| 
which have “been compiled and| 
received melodramatic commentary | 
from Japanese sources. Whichever 
version be correct it is to be hoped| 
that the Japanese representatives 
will be encouraged by the reasoned 
friendliness of the Chinese statement, 
to deprecate extravagant language 
such as appears to have been| 
attributed to. certain Japanese 
spokesmen during the last few days 
‘—not only on the Customs issue. 
No-one . denies the intensity of 
‘Japanese patriotism’ and no-one 
Wwould wish in the slightest degres| 





to expose it to disrespect. Still 
patriotism is not a Japanese mon- 











copoly; it may rightly be given 
‘expression by other nations whose! 
regard for its symbolical usages and 
visible signs is not the less strong} 
because it is controlled by con- 
sideration for the convenience of 
others. If every national in China 
were to indulge in the flamboyant| 
Rourish of patriotic passion in 
season and out, the international 
‘atmosphere here would become 
uncomfortably turgid. Smuggling 
js smuggling whatever the dic-| 
tionary may say. Smugglers take| 
risks of which they are well aware, 
‘On that account they win a certain 
sympathy from frail human nature 
the world éver. Yet it is hardly! 
consonant with the dignity of a 
great nation to attempt to create 
2 position whereby the smuggler 
under the Japanese flag reccives 
all the protection to which the 
Tegitimate trader is entitled—and 
‘more, if current assertions on the 
Japanese side are to be accepted at 
‘their face value. In adjudicating! 
fon issues of his kind where the 
Felevant facts have to be gathered! 
from the reports of highly excited 
subordinate officials on one side or 
the other, it is desirable that the 
responsible diplomatists who have 
fo bring the matter into properly 
decorous focus should exercise the 
‘greatest caution and restraint. ‘This! 
Spirit seems to animate the framers| 
fof the report issued by the Customs 
‘Authorities. It might well_ be 
allowed scope by the Japanese Gov~ 
ernment and its representatives 
here. 

‘Those who have so frequently 
charged the Chinese Government! 
with a lack of organization cannot 
ogically demur to the special ef- 
forts which the Customs Admini- 
stration has been making to deal 
‘with the smuggling menace in the 
North, It is generally agreed that 
the development of the preventive 
serviee—rendered necessary pri- 
marily by the higher tariffs of the 
jast few years—has been an 
essential precaution. In view of 
the immense coastline to be| 
covered, certain special political 
difficulties and the comparative in-| 
experience of some of the personnel, 
{t has proved remarkably effective 
in reducing smuggling to reason~ 
able limits, ‘The unexpected out- 
break in the North has gravely pre- 
fudiced the success gained else- 
where, ‘The’ attendant dificulties| 
have been elaborated in these! 
columns and there is no need to! 
recapitulate them. Regret must, 
hhowever, be felt that the Japanese: 
Government has not been able to 
ascertain such facts as would impel 
it to give the Chinese Customs 
‘authorities unequivocal support. It 
{is not supposed that this orgy of 
smuggling was instigated or 
‘organized under official Japanese: 
‘auspices, but it is disappointing to 
find that disclosure of the par! 
played by Japanese elements in the 
North in protecting the smugglers, 
obstructing their circumvention by| 
the properly constituted authority 
‘and, actually, conniving at action| 
intended to make preventive opera~ 
tions nugatory, has not, apparently, 
stirred the Government at Tokyo 
to vindicate the national reputation 
fof which it is so justly solieitous. 
Now, on the contrary, Japanese 
diplomatic attention seems to be 
heavily engaged in championing the 
cause of smugglers who brought 
themselves within the peril of thelr 
nefarious adventure. 

‘The unfortunate incidents at 
‘Tsingtao and Chikou show the! 
danger of allowing inflammatory’ 
‘comments to find currency be-' 
fore the actual facts of the 
situation are known. The Chinese 
‘authorities have been handicapped 
by the delay which has occurred’ 
before they have issued their report. 
This must be attributed to thelr 
desire to await authoritative in- 
formation from responsible officers. 
‘They have thus been anticipated! 
‘by some highly-coloured versions 
Which already appear to have| 
evoked downright expressions of 
Japanese opinion. Japanese, znobs| 
have resorted to violence at Tsing- 
tao and Japanese spokesmen have’ 
jumped to violent conclusions— 
‘with the result that it will take 
considerable coure."e and restraint 
{o restore the controversy to the’ 
placid channel of balanced judg-| 
ment and logical assessment. It 
does not necessarily follow that 
‘the Chinese version is at all points 
correct, although, of course, its 
manner of presentation and_ the 
‘authority on which it rests combine 











‘command the most careful attention 
from the Japanese authorities here, 
No doubt they will agree that such 
attention should be given, In these| 
matters it is always dimeult to 
comment on the basis of news 
agency reports, but it may be noted 
‘that Dome!—the officially accredited 
Japanese news ageney—has at- 
twibuted to a Japanese offeial the 
jcomment that “the reported insults 
fo the Japanese flag would be re- 
garded as slights to the Japanese 
nation” whether the ship concerned 
were a smuggler or not. Now from 
the Customs report it seems. clear 
beyond doubt that no insult was 
offered the Japanese flag. Unless 
another incident was in mind when 
‘the comment was made in Nanking 
it would’ seem that again too great 
precipitaney has been shown in ac- 
eepting the earlier versions of| 
levents and making comment official- 
ly on them without investigation, 
All things considered, it is 10 be 
hoped that, in the light of the 
Customs Report, the two countries 
will be able to come to an amicable 
settlement of the issues at_stake 
without prejudice to their respec 
tive interests. 

















GOODWILL TRIUMPHS 
June 26, 

Three years ago the Ratepayers 
of the International Settlement! 
supported in special meeting the 
assumption by the Council of power 
to licence factories within the area 
of its jurisdiction and authorized 
the amendment of the relevant! 
bye-law accordingly. There is 
admittedly a general desire that! 
the growth of Shanghai's industrial 
system shall be regulated by! 
attention ito decent principles of 
conduct. The Chinese Govern-' 
ment’s promulgation of a Factory’ 
Act had its inspiration from the 
same enlightened desire to en- 
‘sure conditions favourable to the 
health and safety of workers in

from time to time when serious 
accidents have occurred.

‘Council represenis the penultimate 
stage in the solution of the problem, 
for now the Consular Body will be| 
invited to give its approval to the 
draft so that it may carry the| 
authority of all parties concerned. 
Considering the delicacy of ‘the 
Sssues at stake, the achievement is| 
to be commended. It reflects the 
greatest credit ‘on the spirit of 
co-operation displayed by the City 
Government and the Council. It 
shows that, when goodwill is ready 
to exert its benign influence, even 
the most formidable obstacles, will 
yield. Sensing the strong expres- 
‘sion of public opinion that indus- 
trial workers in China must _ bo| 
accorded the minimum protection| 
available to them in other paris of 
the world, the two authorities, each 

its own peculiar difficulties: 
find requirements, have been big 
enough to work for a compromise 
which may safeguard essential 
rights and . yet facilitate the 
adoption of muich-needed measures 
Of social reform. Goodwill triumphs| 
‘and Shanghai is to be congra- 
tulated. 

‘Those who have preferred to 
wait for the authorized text of the| 
draft agreement rather than to 
comment on certain versions pre- 
maturely released will be glad of 
their discretion. The apprehen- 
sions aroused by the imperfect 
versions are now seen to have| 
been unfounded. The agreement 
recognizes the International Settle- 
ment, part of the territory of 
China, is administered by the 
Shanghai Municipal Council. ‘Thus 
the Council is taken to operate on 
an authority delegated to it by the 
Chinese Government under treaties 
with the foreign powers concerned. 
Thereby the Chinese authorities’ 
interest in the application of social 
legislation of which the Factory|

The solution thus found to re- 
concile the views of the two parties 
to the discussions is highly com- 
mendable.

fof fines," that 40 per cent. of the 

es levied should be applied 
jowards promoting the welfare of 
workers,” under arrangement with 
the Labour Union. This adds 
strength to the labours of the 
Council's Industrial Section in 
securing provisions by the factories 
for the health and safety of the 
workers. A useful link is estab- 
lished with the Chinese Govern 
ment by the proposal to define a 
practical basis for report to that 
Government. ‘Thus the Counell will 
co-operate with the National Fac~ 
tory Inspection Department in its 
collection of statistics relating to 
{industrial development in China as 
a whole, The emphasis on “practi 
cality” Is wise. It seems to promise 
that the Council will not fall into 
the error of assuming that factory 
inspectors are clerks charged with 
the collection of information con~ 
cerning operations of a factory out 
side the range of the relevant por- 
tions of the Act. ‘The health and 
safely of the workers and the 
proper protection of apprentices 
are the main problems with which

The 
various rumours purporting to ine 
dicate the instability: of Mr. Bald~ 
win's leadership have'been directly 
refuted by the simple process of 
allowing events speak for them- 
selves—and they have spoken to 
the effect that no alternative to 
Mr, Baldwin would-be considered, 
So in reality all that Mr. Attlee 
has achieved 1s the provision of a 
pleasant excuse for demonstrating 
the happiness of the National Gov- 
ernment family. Sir John Simon 
replied to the Leader of the Op- 
position and Mr. Baldwin wound up 
the debate. Nothing could have 
been more decorous or gratifying to 
‘the Prime Minister and his col- 
leagues. Sympathy must be felt 
for Mr. Attlee for, by all the rules 
of the gamo, the failure of the 
League to avert the forcible annexa~ 
tion of Abyssinia justified the view 
that here was the chance for the

‘consistently declared their desire to| 
attend to the League's welfare, to, 
Support measures for strengthening. 
it and to guard against the xecur~ 
rence of the present disappointment. 
in future. It is not surprising 
therefore that Mr. Attlee sounded 
unconvineing and could not com- 
mand more than that voting 
strength which was his by virtue 
of the power of his whips. On all 
grounds it would have been unde~ 
sirable for the Government to con- 
‘tinue support of the sanctions” 
when the object of their imposition 
had been placed beyond the power 
of human attainment, except by the 
use of military force on a colossal 
scale. In the struggle for the sub- 
stitution of international order for 
brute force, it is inevitable that set- 
backs should occur. They must be 
accepted as instruments of educa~ 
tion and guidance to a better dis- 
position of the supporters of peace, 
Blind obstinacy in using a weapon 
which had manifestly failed to 
serve its assigned purpose would 
merely accentuate disaster and 
furtier postpone the opportunity of 
recovering ground for the Leagui 
Mr, Attlee and those who endea- 
voured to think with him make the 
fundamental error of assuming that 
the League is merely another word 
for the British Government. ‘That 
may be a useful theory for the op- 
ponents of British policy and critics 
of the League but it does not accord 
with the facts. The failure to im- 
pose effective “sanctions” was 0 
collective failure and the blame 
cannot therefore be imputed solely 
to one member of the League. 

‘These considerations are so ob- 
vious that Mr. Attlee and Sir 
Archibald Sinclair must find it 
dificult to convince even their own 
supporters that they aro not more 
concerned to register a party score 
than anxious to define national 
policy ona grave issue. Mr, Baldwin 
and his Cabinet strike quite a 
different note, ‘They realize that. 
the problem cannob be reduced to 
the simple test of demanding that 
“aggvession must not pay." They 
desire to aim at such an eventual 
condition, but they see clearly that 
it cannot be treated in a punitive 
mood, Moreover, in the .present 
state of the world’s affairs, respon 
sible statemanship cannot lightly 
embark on adventures which have 
nothing to commend them but a 
certain quixotic vagueness in pur~ 
suit of an indefinable objective. To 
some extent the remedial action 
appropriate to the debacle in. 
‘Abyssinia must be opportunist. The 
League will have to proceed by 
piecemeal efforts in restoration of 
its authority and equilibrium. ‘This 
is clearly perceived by the New 
French Government which, despite 
its political affinities with Me. 
Attlee and his colleagues, is far 
‘more in tune with Mr. Baldwin's 
view of the Ethiopian issue—indeed 
in some respects it is not prepared 
to be as definite as its British con- 
frére at Geneva. For France, even 
more than Great Britain, is inten- 
sely moved by the currents rest- 
Tessly active in Europe. M. Blum’s 
statesmanlike plea for understand~ 
ing with Germany should be read 
in that light, It has a heartfelt 
response in Mr. Baldwin's own ref- 
erence to the relations between the 
three great countries of Western 
Europe. Harsh words should be 
avoided in regard to Italy's lapse. 
‘Symbolical vindietiveness—as_ the 
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‘French Government aptly points out 
—terves no useful purpose. Yet the 
removal of “sanctions” will not 
imply condonation of the Italian 
adventure. Signor Mussolini will 
probably find that successful mani- 
ulation of realities still de- 
mands a measure of respect for 
rights and pledges. British and 
French policies are firmly wedded 
to democratic ideals and therein 
rests the real solution of Europe's 
perplexities. 











THE SURE SHIELD 
June 27. 


Vindicated by the course of 
events, Sir Samucl Hoare speaks 
with special authority again as a 
Cabinet Minister in expounding 
the Government's policy of peace- 
construction. Lessons of the last 
year have brought it home to the 
Government and the nation that 
the will to peace is not enough. 
‘Obligations under Covenants have 
to be supported by strength to ful- 
Al them. Critics of Great Britain 
averred last year that the move- 
ment of her battleships to the 
Mediterrancan aggravated the 
chances of a European War. Sir 
‘Samuel, fortied by experience of 
responsibility for Foreign policy at 
that time and now quipped by 
the information available to him 
‘as First Lord of the Admiralty, 
throws a different light on the 
matter. The British Navy, operat~ 
ing in circumstances of special 
difficulty, “completely fulfilled its 
duty of preventing the extension 
of the Ttalo-Ethiopian conflict.” 
‘The ‘Government further has 
realized that co-operation in the 
effort to assert collective security 
cannot be a substitute for the 
“sure shield” behind which the na- 
tion's life and the Empire's in- 
dividuality can peacefully develop. 
In putting those views Sir Samuel 
‘was careful to disclaim interpreta 
tion of the situation in alarmist 
terms, Its gravity, so his speech 
‘suggested, lies in the tendency to 
drift, Confirming Mr. Alfred Duff 
Cooper's recent diagnosis, Sir 
Samuel declared that the in- 
flammability of the material at 
present lying about in Europe made 
it possible that the accidental emis- 
sion of a spark would set up a 
conflagration in which the nations 
against their will would be involved. 











‘Therein lay Mr. Dull Cooper's 
‘comparison: with 1914. Who, sober~ 





ly studying the symptoms, can 
deny the justice of these views? 
‘That makes it all the more neces- 
sary that British policy should be 
clearly defined and removed as far 
as possible from the danger of 
drift Sir Samuel Hoare has made 
it clear that, under the present 
Government,” every effort will be 
made to avert calamity. 

‘The process of strengthening the 
‘Covenant and the League has been 
formally accepted as the aim of 
British as well as of French policy. 
With that object in view British 
delegates will represent their coun- 
try at Geneva. Experience tells 
that collective consultations of 
‘that kind cannot achieve rapidity 
of decision or accomplishment. It 
fs essential therefore for Great 
Britain to order her national policy 
in a spirit of independent action 
which, at the same time, is not 
incompatible with the eventual 
creation of an effective collective 
system. Indeed on British ability 
to maintain the full strength of 
British influence the ultimate suc- 
‘cess of the world’s peace-construc- 
tion effort depends. Efforts in the 
ast to encourage approach to the 
problem of disarmament have beer 
misinterpreted and mishandled, 
‘They have, in effect, embarrassed 
the direction of British policy and 
disconcerted reliance on British 
‘support. Perhaps it was necessary 
for this experience to give optical 
proof its reality. Plainly the risks 
thus run were great. ‘The price 
now has to be paid. Great Britain 
loyally subordinated her interests 
to the collective system unde: the 
Covenant. Had she not desired to 
maintain the authority of the 
League and had she treated the 
Ethiopian issue in its early stages 
as a problem directly affecting the 
Interests of the British Empire, che 
would not have hesitated to ‘take 
action which probably would have 
prevented the present débicle, just 
as, later on, adoption of the Hoare- 
Laval schemo would have secured 
{fo the Negus land and power now 
lost to him.for ever. The result is 
that Great Britain—and the League 
ltself—have to face a new order of 
things.and to adjust policies ac- 
cordingly. 

‘Without waiting on the League 
Sir Samuel Hoare shows that the 
adjustment is to be clear-cut and 
decisive. British defences are to be 
made strong so that British policy 
‘can be usefully directed toward the 
[preservation of peace and the co- 
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operation of the nations in the 
collective treatment of their prob- 
Jems, Whatever may be the de- 
velopments in the air or on land, 
British defence must rely primarily} 
‘on the Royal Navy. The Empire's 
sea routes have to be protected and 
it may be assumed that this funda 

mental principle will be kept wel 

to the fore in future definitions of 
British policy and British needs. 
‘There is no denying the fact that 
this strengthening of the national 
defences will throw a heavy burden| 
‘on the people of Great Britain, They 
have to decide whether they will 
recognize the duty of national

‘or whether they will allow the 
jungle to enter in upon the well- 
kept garden of thelr civilization. 
‘Assertive militarism abroad in the 
‘world to-day cannot be met by 
bland contempt. It must be turned| 
into peaceful channels by the com- 
pelling force of a strongly resolute 
national policy the meaning of 
which is unmistakable. Tt is in 
that sense that the British Govern-| 
ment is now reshaping its arrange 
ments for the defence of the 
Empire. There will perforce be 
less talk of benefits and advantages 
for the xising generation or the 
generation of the moment, British 
men and women have to get back 
to their old ideals of self-sacrifice | 
‘and national duty. ‘They have not 
lost sight of them but the Govern-| 
ments in Office have forgotten to) 
‘work on that basis, Remedial action 
is now in train and the genius of 
the nation will not be at fault in| 
accepting it.

from public opinion. Men and 
women who penetrate into the icy 
solitudes of the North Pole get no 
sympathy when, on their return 
to civilization, they discuss the dim- 
culty of keeping the circulation go- 
ing while the thermometer remains| 
steadily and emphatically below’ 
‘zero, ‘They might be newspaper 
managers explaining the techni-| 
calities of competition to a hard- 
hearted: directorate for all the 
notice taken of their problems. Even 
the mention of a frost-bite or so

hardly a sigh of sympathy. If any- 
‘thing the unfeeling audience envies 
the experience of living continuous 
jy in furs, ‘There is a kind of 
belief that to be huddled up in an 
igloo in the land of the Midnight 
Sun is the very acme .of comfort, 
that to live on nothing but blubber 
solves the dietary problem 
gloriously. As for the joys of 
being carried across glaciers by 
teams of huskies and sharing with 
them the strenuous embraces of a 
raging blizzard or two—the listener 
refuses coldly to perceive any merit 
of endurance or self-sacrifice in the 
cause of high adventure. That per~ 
haps explains why Polar explorers 
‘are usually men and, even then, 
aro few and far between, There 
‘obviously is no satisfaction in visit- 
Ing outlandish spots whence, on 
return, no credit is available in 
recognition of terrors endured and 
‘outfaced, Just at this moment it is 
possible td be exceedingly sym= 
pathetic with Arctic, Antarctic or 
other Polar regions. ‘They seem to 
possess qualities which are not 
sufficiently appreciated. 

It his unfair—but here, in 
Shanghai, _understandable—notion 
that they pander to the luxurious 
in human frailty can be eradicated, 
it may be feasible to make them 
habitable for men and women who 
feel that Shanghal—in June—is 
overrated by the experts in civilized 
comfort. All that is necessary Is

achieved that engineering feat, to 
propel thelr bodies in the same 
direction, So instead of remaining 
‘behind in Hankow to acquire much 
sympathy for the tortures endured 
during the regime of the Bounding 
Mercur), they have unselfishly 
decided to seek the comparative 
seclusion of Kuling while their 

bands revel in the joys of 
ymander martyrdom | below. 
‘Nothing pleases a man better than 
to be the object of compassion, If 
these Hankow husbands had their 
wives by their sides, no-one would 
‘waste a word of good cabled thought 
fon them. ‘Their tales of higt 
temperatures would be blandly dis 
| believed, But the flight of feminine 
feet—whether unpainted or unshod 
Reuter does not say—to the snow- 
‘capped heights of Kuling puts a 
desperate complexion at once on the 
‘horrors of Hankow heat. The most 
hardened sceptic has to believe that 
those heroes are enduring trials 
comparable with any ever devised 
Ito test the greatness of manhood. 
‘Meekly uncomplaining, the fugitive 
‘wives have condemned themselves 
to the herded horridness of the 
adamless harem—which is another 
name for a Hill Station in the hot 
weather—just because they want 
their husbands to obtain a little 
kudos.

182 days later. Midsummer Day 
went by last week and Shanghai 
did not turn a hair. ‘There is no 
talk here of an exodus, because the 
process of deserting ‘Shanghai is 
well-established, It Is just one of 
Shanghai's little trieks.. For as 
surely as the gold bar will fall after 
a rise, so isit certain that the 
‘charms of Shanghai prove irresist~ 
ible to the deserter and sooner ‘or:

MIDSUMMER PAGEANTRY 
‘The change in the date of the 
King’s Birthday owing to the new 
relgn has brought about a coincidence 
‘even. more interesting than the tem- 
Porary accident on Tuesday which 
enabled people in Shanghal to 
celebrate the King’s Birthday and the 
Dragon Boat Festival at the same 
time, “In mediaevat England Midsum- 
mer Day was not a day of celebra- 
tion, ‘The festivities were fixed for 
Midsummer Eve, June 23, called the 
‘Vigil of St. John the Baptist, for the 
vigit was the important feature of the 
celebrations, Tn Europe an old legend 
hhad it that it was not good to sleep 
fn the eve of Midsummer Day, other~ 
wise the souls of those who were to 
dle during the year left their earthly 
habitations and, separated from. the 
sleeping body, wandered sadly to the 
spot by land ‘or sea where final dis- 
solution was ordained, “If the vigil 
‘was Kept and sleep dispensed. with, 
this painful journey in the shades 
might be prevented. ‘The superstition 
held good from Scotland to Spain, 
and in the Netherlands the custom. 
Became so well known that reference 
toa troubled or sleepless night would 
be made in the words “I have passed 
St, John the Baptist's night” ‘The 
vigil “naturally led to midsummer 
revels, which In the cities often de- 
generated into rowdiness and disorder 
‘ealling for careful discipline. Hence 
there came info existence the 








‘Midsummer Watch, which augmented 
the ordinary standing Watch, and in 
London eventually contributed to the| 
Pageantry of the occasion by going 
through the streets in ion. 
‘This 1s a proclamation issued by the

REGIMENTAL COLOURS 


‘The South Wales Borderers have 
obtalned the authority of the Chancel- 
Jor of the Coventry Diocese for the 
removal of the Chillianwallah Colours| 
of the 24th Foot—the former name of| 
the regiment—trom St. Mary's Church, 
Warwiek, to the chapel in Brecon 
Cathedral where, except for  those| 
colours, all the relies and colours of! 
the Regiment are now placed. ‘The 
proposed removal was strongly r 
sisted by the Parochial Church Coun-| 
ell of St. Mary's, Warwick, on the 
ground that in 1868 when the Regi- 
ment was given new colours the old| 
colours were presented to the Church 
by the then Colonel whose property 
they had become. The colours in ques- 
tion were borne at Chillianwallah on 
January 17, 1848 when the Sikhs were 
defeated by the British forces after a| 
Merce engagement They were res- 
cued by Sergeant Parry, @ native of| 
‘Warwick, whose body actually les in| 
}St. Mary's Churchyard. On those and. 
other grounds Warwick tried hard to| 
retain the Colours, which _emerged| 
from the batile with the regimental 
‘colour complete but the Queen's 
[colour bereft of all but the pole. The 
Chaneellor’s decision was accompanied | 
‘by a graceful expression of sympathy 
with the Warwick view but the con- 
clusion that the regimental sentiment| 
demanded preferential treatment.

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MR. BALDWIN'S FACTS 

‘The Marquis of Londonderry has| 
expressly disclaimed any intention to 
attack Mr, Stanley Baldwin so ther 
must be some curious misapprehen- 
‘sion regarding the purport of his re- 
cent observations. in November 1094 
during a Parliamentary debate Mr.

Considerable inconvenience was caused to-day when it was 
found that various witnesses for the prosecution had not put in 


an appearance, the Court twice 


adjourning on this account. At’

employed at the so-called “Soldiers Club,” who spoke"of certain 
happenings there. The Court then adjourned in order to give 
the prosecution, an opportunity to produce further witnesses. 


Tn the afternoon, Kin Hoh-gi, a 
Korean barmaid employed at "No. 37, 
‘stated that, about midnight on May 
26, she was sitting in her room with a 
Japanese guest whose name she did 
not know, drinking tea, Suddenly, 
two British soldiers entered. (From 
amongst some soldiers present in 
Court, the witness identiNed Hunt as 
‘the second and Cooke as the first tc 
enter her room.) 

Story of Assault 

‘The witness said she had resided 
in Pelping for two years and she had 
seen these men in the bar three or 
four imes monthly, as far as she re- 
membered, for the’ last flve months. 
‘The first soldier, she sald, rushed into 
the room and struck her guest with 
his fist on the forehead; she could 
not say how often he struck. ‘The 
guest eseaped in a crouching position 
and she followed him to the bar, 
fre where she Tet him into the 
street, and then she rejoined the other 
girls ‘in the courtyard. Later, the 
Guest returned to her room, where 
she bandaged him. She was alone 
then. 

‘Cross-examined—There was nobody 
present except herself and the guest. 
They were sitting on the left side 
‘of the room, she being nearest 
oor, whilst the guest was the other 
side’ of the table, both with their 
cchalr-bagks against the wall.” Usually 
the Military Police visited the bar 
in parties of more than two. She 
recognized British soldiers by thelr 
eap badge, and Military Police by 
thelr armlets, May 26 was the first 
oceasion she saw the two en she 
had identified visiting the ous to- 
gether; she could not remember any 
Previous occasion, Her guest arrived 
with a party a little before midnight 
and stayed five minutes. She was 
quite sure they did not have any 

drinks, ‘The others left before she 
went to her room with the quest. 
The soldiers entered about five 
minutes later and were in the house 
about ten minutes. 

Kin Kel-ren, @ Korean barmaid at 
29 Sanyuanan, said that, on the night 
of May 26, she saw two men of the 
British Military Police visit the bar 
twiee, the first time being about 11 
pm," She identified them as Ptes. 
Parrish (the man who was discharged, 
on Wednesday, as the prosecution said 
no evidence would be offered against 
him) and Cooke, ‘The same men came 
again at midnight, On neither occa~ 
slon was there any disturbance. 

‘At this stage the Court again had 
to adjourn, as no other witnesses were 
present, 








“Japanese Boycott” 
Pelping, June 25. 
‘The British Consular Court appar- 
ently has been boycotted by the 
Japanese authorities, who failed to 
“produce any witnesses this morning. 
Japanese Embassy officals and 
newspaper representatives also were 
Gonspicuously absent—Reuter. 


Opening of Inquiry 


Peiping, June 24. 
‘Mr, Priestwood said the summons 
on which the defendants were called| 
was vague, and he suggested, as a re- 
Suit of evidence he would call, that 
it should be defined as causing bodily’ 
harm to cne Japanese and man- 
slaughter in the caso of Sasaki. 

‘Mr, Priestwood then outlined the 
ease for the prosecution, which alleges| 
that a series of several assaults in 
Korean houses of ill fame, all com- 
mitted by Hunt and Cook, ocourred on 
the night of May 20-27.

. §, Onishi, a° Japanese from

soldiers of a nationality unknown to 
him entered the room. One of them 
struck him a violent ‘blow over the 
right eye. (The witness displayed a 
sear nearly an inch long.) The 
Soldier continued striking him.

Assault Charge 
Peiping, June 26. 
‘The hearing of the charges of 
manslaughter against two British 


privates, Herbert Cooke and Ralph 
Hunt, in connection with the death 
of Kisaku Sasaki, a Japanese officer, 
‘and of causing bodily harm to an- 
other Japanese, was resumed this 
morning before the British Consul, 
Mr. N, Fitzmaurice. 

‘A Korean barmaid from a bar in 
the area where British soldiers are 
‘alloged to have caused disturbances 
sald that, about midnight on May 
25, she was in the bar with four 
Korean customers when two British 
military police entered, and one of 
them struck two of the Koreans with 
this “fsts without any provocation. 
One of the Koreans had his glasses 
Knocked off, and, when he stooped 
to recover them, the other | soldier 
“kicked him in the seat" Both 
Koreans then ran out. 

‘Asked to identity the two soldiers, 
the witness picked out Hunt anda 
‘man named Wilsdon, who also was 
present in Court. Wilsdon, she said, 
Struck hor several times. “She was 
knocked to the floor and received 
injuries which kept her in bed for 
several days. 

‘After having identified Wilsdon 
‘as the man who struck hor, witness 
said her assailant was the same man 
who hit the Koreans (he was Hunt, 
according {o her original identifiea- 
tion). 

Cross-examined—These events took 
place on a Monday. She knew these 
two military police, but had never 
seen them together before. 


‘A riekshaw puller gave evidence 
that he was walking along Hatamen 
Street at midnight on May 26 when 
he saw two foreign sdldiers emerge 
from Soochow hutung.

CHILEAN MISSION DUE 
‘TO VISIT ORIENT 


Effort to Promote Commercial 
Relations 


Santiago, Chile, June 23. 

For the first time in history a 
Chilean commercial mission is pre- 
paring to go to the Far East, follow- 
ing invitations from the governments 
of Japan and China, with a aim of 
‘establishing stronger and more 
‘effective commercial relations with 
those countries. 

"The mission will be composed of 
the Under-Secretary of Commerce, 
Senor Desiderio Garcia Ahuamada; 
the Under-Secretary of ‘Treasury, 
Senor Guillermo Vaienzuela; and by 
representatives of the nitrate pro- 
ducers, other businessmen and indus 
telalists of Chile. The group will 
Teave here at the end of July and go 
directly to Japan, via California. 

‘The mission will remain a month 
in Japan, then going to China for 
commercial negotiations. Chilean 
businessmen are much interested in 
the trip, hoping that it will result 
in a lessening of tariff and customs

NEW INCIDENTS ON

Reconnaisance Flight by 
Soviet Plane 


Tokyo, June 25. 

Reports that a Soviet Russian aero- 
plane conducted a reconnaissance 
Bight over the Korean-Manchoukuo 
border on June 24 added to-day to 
the force of the latest border dispute, 
Earlier, reports from Seoul said that 
[Soviet troops had fired upon Japanese 
patrols in eastern Manchoukuo on 
June 8, 7, and 14. The number of 
‘casualties, if any, was not mentioned 
in the reports—United Press. 

‘The plane which flew over the 
/Korean-Manchoukuo border on Wed= 
nesday, according to a special com- 
munique issued by tho Korean Gar- 
rison Headquarters (quoted by 
[Domel), crossed the frontier at 1 pm. 
‘A few ‘minutes later, it was sighted 
over Hunchun and . Changlingtze, 
fAying at an altitude of about 600 
metres. 

“There is no doubt," the 
munique said, “that the aeroplane had 
crossed the border. We shall pay 
‘serious attention to the matter, and 
fexpect that a stern protest will be 
fAled with the Soviet Government by 
the authorities concerned.” 

Japanese Troops Fired At 
‘Tokyo, June 26. 

‘Two new incidents on” the Soviet 
‘Manchoukuo borders were reported 
yesterday to the Foreign OMlce by 
Gen, K, Uyeda, Ambassador to Chang~ 
chun and Comznander-in-Chiet of the 
Kuantung Army.

‘Since the Rendition of the Kuling 
Estate, the Bureau of Administration 
for the Lushan bas been endeavour- 
ing hard to continue the uncompleted 
work of the former Kuling Estate 
fice. 

‘The frst Director of. the combined 
‘administration, Mr. Chiang Chih- 
cheng was appointed in April last to 
‘Szechuen, as Educational Commis- 
‘sioner. ‘The Nanking Government 
then appointed Mr, Tan Ping-hsun as 
hhig successor. Mr. Tan, is a young 
and capable engineer and was former 
Director of Public Works of the Pel- 
‘ping Municipality for three years 
rior to coming to Kuling. In Pel- 
[Ding he did excellent work -in road 
construction, repairing of some older 
buildings, such as the Temple of 
Heaven and the Ming ‘Tombs and 
beautifying many of the historic 
laces, 

‘Since his assumption of office Mr. 
‘Tan has engaged several engineers to 
‘carry out his projects for construction 
work in Lushan. The Public Health 
Bureau of the Kiangsi Provincial 
Government have also sent an expert 
to Kuling to devise means for the 
Improvement of sanitary conditions, 
with a chief inspector appointed by 
‘Mr. Tan to inspect the work. 


Construction Programme 
Besides the regular routine work— 
repairs to roads, buildings and bridges 
‘which is being carried out without 
‘delay, Mr. Tan has three important 
plans for bigger constructive work as 
follows:—

Several fine stone 
bridges have already been built in 
place of the old wooden bridges and 
the roads are being re-metalled. 

‘The Government has now sent up 
several surveyors to define the bout 
aries of the former Kuling Estate and 
to survey each separate lot, free of 
charge to lot holders. In future no 
‘deed will be exchanged for a govern- 
‘ment deed, unless there is an official 
Survey first carried out, notice to that 
‘effect is being sent out to all land- 
renters.

It is not generally known that It is 
possible to ‘travel by motor ear from 
Pengpu in Anhwel to Kwelteh. From

while from Pengpu to Pochow one 
hhas to eross several ferries. From 
Pochow to Kwelteh, bridges span all 
the small rivers. A motor car may 
be driven all over Eastern Honan and 
{in the neighbouring parts of Anhwei, 
Kiangsu and Shantung.

Another feature of public en- 
deavour has ‘been the rebullding of 
the mud walls about the cities of 
Eastern Honan.

Future of Nation in Younger 
Generation 
From Ovt Own Consstonoit

‘Mobltlzation of Xouth 


At the monthly gathering of the 
Hangchow Missionary Assoclation, 
Prof, A. W, March, gave an excellent 
paper onthe subject of China's 
genetic Inheritance. For the last 100 
‘Years, he sald, China had been more 
dr less despised by other nations and 
now, at last, she is beginning to 
Gespise herself. Being judged by the 
Standards of the West, China has 
been’ found wanting, but these same 
standards are now proving to be 
false and dangerous. Until recently, 
military power had been held in 
contempt by the Chinese people. 
Conquered "by the Mongols and 
‘again by the northern tribes, history 
proves again "and again that the 
conquered eventually absorbs the 
conquerer. In commercial competi- 
Hon with other races, the Chinese 
man ‘of business goes’ steadily for- 
‘ward to positions of influence and 
Fespeet, Tt was Chinese labour that 
‘made possible the completion of the 
trans-continental railroads of Amerl- 
ca. Climatically, the Chinese 18 the 
mast adaptable of the races. Her 
children thrive on dreary deserts, 
steamy swamps, stufty cities and 
‘breezy plains, 


Survival of the Race 

Prof, March suggested certain fact- 
ors which might account for the 
successful survival of this race which 
hhas won out in the vicissitudes of 
Ufe. "The population lives and 
grows, because they are giants in 
resistance and endurance. The flow- 
er of the land has never been sacri- 
ficed in war. ‘The “Princely man’ 
disdained the army and of the five 
classes of society, the soldier has 
‘been placed last, ‘The much malign 
ed middleman is a factor that has 
safe-guarded and improved Ching’s 
human stock, 

On the other hand, we were told 
that 80 per cent, of the bables under 
two years of age die every year, And 
it was questioned whether the tar 
families in the higher classes would 
continue, Girls were sharing the 
privilege of higher education, and 
‘with opportunities of service outside 
the home, marriage was being post- 
poned and even refused. With the 
Introduction of modern methods of 
war the historic contempt for the 
soldier is disappearing. Every school 
boy, to-day, wants to lay down his 
life for his country in order to save 
her from ignominy and defeat at 
the hands of a foreign power. 


Geographical Isolation no Moro 

Forces are beginning to threaten 
China and Af not resisted will take 
their toll of her life blood. Geogra- 
phical isolation no longer protects, 
the land and people from invasion 
of foreign armies, while vices, drugs 
and narcotics are increasing every 
year. ‘The momentum of modern In- 
Gusttialism swallows up workers for 
mills and factories, 7% per cent, to 
95 per cent. of whom are women, 
‘Thousands of children’ are. spending 
their childhood years in the fumes 
of phosphorus, the dust .of cotton 
mills and the fetid steam of the sill 
lature, ‘There is also a growing 
tendency for cowstry people to flock 
to the tenements of the city slums, 
with disease and death on every: 
hand, 


In facing the question, “What must 
be done?” the lecturer ‘said that the 
future of China was in the hands 
of the educated young people of the 
Present generation, ‘They ‘must or 
ganize for intensive study, followed 
by a spate of propaganda to keep 
the warning facts before the public 
eye. 

He thought the Christian church 
‘might be In a position to sponsor the 
movement. A series of suggestions 
‘was presented for discussion, such as 

revision of laws regarding child 
jabour: legislation on the wage ques 
tion: reduction of factory hours: pro- 
vision for the care of children: 
pensions and insurance against un-

Huge Lamasery Ravished and Plundered: Philosophy 
of the Yak: Quiet Developments

| ‘The situation in the interior looks 
fas If some mischievous person had 
deliberately torn some of the pages 
from Shakespeare and had scattered 
them all over the land of the yak, 
‘Tibet might bo called, with equal 
truthtulness and appropriateness, the 
Jnnd’ of the lama or of the nomad, 
fand it would be very interesting to 
find out what their respective re- 
actions are to the Communist 
Invasion ‘of their particular and 
peculiar habitat. 


‘Wo have frequently asked it the 
yak has any means of communica 
Hon, and while some have stoutly 
denied this animal the power of 
‘speceh, others have maintained that 
the yak can really convey a notion 
from one to the other, How it is 
done we have not yet discovered: 
whether it wags its tail, shakes its 
head, winks its eye or moves its ear, 

= Will’ be something for research to 
Aiscover. With the Communist’ in- 
vasion of Sikong, the lama, nomad, 
yak, French priost, American mission~ 
fry’ and the German Catholic, have 
had to pick up and go. Tt is really 
dimcult' finding where Communism

Lamasery last _weok practically all 
the religious institutions. throughout 
Kham are in the hands of the Reds 
fang the Communists are now, having 
What might bo termed, a jolly good 
time, ‘The large plain below -the 
Litang Lamasery on occasion sup- 
ports $0,000 yak, and each yak, when 
arefully boifed ‘in the large cauldron 
fn the common cook-house, will pro- 
vide very rich soup for 1,000 strong, 
hefty drabas, 


Paralyzing Mandates, 


Tn, eastern ‘Tibet, since the Com- 
‘munists took up  oecupation, thous- 
‘ands of yak and numerous’ horses, 
ot to mention other creatures, 
have helped to. make life worth 
living for the wild, marauding Red. 
Mau, In the true spirit of Communism, 
has ‘made Pére Doublet’s residence in 
Dawo his headquarters and from 
there Issuas mandates intended to 
civilize and paralyze the  simple- 
minded “nomad whose civilization 
hhas not yet oven suggested trousers. 
‘That does not affect the mandates 

thelr mount, for they go forth with 
the pleasant intention of making the 
world safe for democracy and ‘that 
Surely “includes the yak and the 














nomad, 

‘This simple dweller on the Roof 
of the World has very grave 
doubts os (0. the advantages of 


tlvillzation with its inventions, and 
if Communism is a twentieth century 
reproduction, Songdzen Gambo, one 
fof the grealest figures in the lama 
history when he married a Nepalese 
princess and a Chinese princess, 
Introduced: something to which pres- 
ent day Communism is an_ insult. 
‘Songdzen Gambo and Tresong Dedzen 
fare largely responsible for what 15 
known to-day as Lamaism here. 


In many ways it is sublime in 
tg simplielty: it would need to be, 
otherwise the nomad could not 
‘appreciate it, And suddenly and 
ruthlessly come Hsu, Chu, Ho and 
Hsiao with absolutely the latest 
products of our advanced civilization, 
hamely, the Communist, instrument 
for the uplift of the working classes. 
When. the nomads come about us 
here, ériven from their encampments, 
‘helt caltle plundered and consumed, 
T sometimes feol ashamed, 
Unique Philosophy 

It Is comforting to philosophize on 
the whole situation and adopt Vincent 
Sheenn's “Long View.” But, what 
‘about the yak? T hold no brief for 
the Jama or even the nomad, but 
what about the yak? Fifty thousand 
fof them quietly feeding on the plains 
nd hills around Litang when a 
marauding horde takes possession. 
‘The yak were all eating the same 
grass, drinking the same water, 
occupying the same plain, wearing 
the samo garment and" probably 
think the same thoughts, when the 
Red advance utterly destroyed this 
quiet scene of pastoral beauty. Why 
Wreck this display of absolute Com- 
mnunism? 

‘There is very little news to hand 
‘and only” the bare facts that the 
Targe lamasery at Litang, probably 
the lorgest outside of Lhasa, Amdo 
and Drashi Lhunbo, fell into. the 
hands of the Reds during the latter 
part of Mey, ‘The lamas in Litang 
fre a. tough bunch and there was 
some hope that they might be able 
fo defend. thelr institution. So far 
there is no news of the extent of 
the damage done. Litang was almost 
exclusively a nomadic Tamasery, its 
weallh consisting in. ils enormous 
herds of yak. ‘The Litang lamas 
undertook to transport produce from 














Tachienlu to Lhasa, 
from six months to 
Journey. 

‘The lamasery was wealthy also in 
butter, barley, salt and skins, and 
was the great nomadic ‘mari for 
central Kham. It is exactly 26 years 
this month since T tried to sleep in 
Litang. ‘The long narrow street in 
front of the lamasery is 14,000 fect 
above sea level, consequently the air 
Is very rarefied which made breath- 
ing very difficult till unconsciousness 
took possession of my soul. We spent 
several days in tho place and my 
recollections of It are not very happy.

Brains, fore- 
sight and ingenuity are demanded to 
feed an army on the high plateaux 
of central Asia, Nebuchadnezzar ate 
grass like an ox, but it does not 
follow that Hsu, Ho, Hsiao and Chu 
‘will follow his example. 

‘An entirely wrong impression has 
been gained about these large lama 
storehouses filled with all man- 
ner of grain, butter, salt and tea, This 
simply has to be ‘done if 1,000 to 
3,000 lamas at 12,000 and 14,000 fect 
‘are going to get through a six months 
‘winter. ‘The buildings simply had to 
be stored with food which the Red 
hordes are now consuming. And 
when winter comes! 

Gen, Li iis working away very 
quietly and patiently. Highways are 
Being built, troops are being trained, 
preparations are being mode, and 
When the time comes Gen. Li will 
strike, Communists feeling the pinch 
‘of food and the prospect of a famine 
In the land are now surrendering to 
the Government forces and the 
situation at present looks more hope- 
ful than it hos looked for many 
‘months.

RIOTING BREAKS. OUT| 
IN KWANGSI 


Villagers Refuse to Submit to 
Conscription 
Front Oun Ovex Comesrontent 


Canton, June 18, 

Rioting in Chongwu, the county In 
jwhich Wuchow, Kwangsi, is situated, 
broke out on the 13th when young 
men who had drawn lots that neces- 
sitated their sorving for a year in the 
jeltizens’ training corps, or military 
reserve, refused to serve, Befor? 
gendarmes could be summoned a re- 
feruiting officer, Ho Shiu-hol, and 
several of his subordinates were shot 
to death. ‘The trouble started in one 
small village, the gendatmes came up 
‘and were resisted by the villagers, 
jand sustained casualties, In all seven 
persons were killed, 

‘Next day a contingent of regulars 
came, and by this time the rioting 
had spread to other settlements. ‘This. 
larger foree is standing, by near these 
villages, avoiding a pliched battle 
with the peasants, as the disorder 
might spread, 

Many who would have to take 
thelr chances of serving with the 
reserve have come to Kwangtung. 
But in counties other than Chongwu, 
because of the serious situation there, 
the conseription of recruits has been 
postponed. 

Kwanglung Defences 

Kiangsi Province has been abandon- 
ed altogether, for the passes into 
Kwangiung can be as well guarded 
from the Kwangtung side of the range 
that towers so high along the border. 
‘Two of the most southern counties iit 
Fukien are being held by Chen Chi- 
tang, but It will-be strange indeed if 
his soldiers there can make more 
than a momentary stand if Chang 
Fa-kuei cares to expel them. Main 
reliance will be placed upon the lines 
that months back were built across 
the East River walershed facing 
Fukien. 

In manpower, the Cantonese are a 
dwarf confronted by a. giant that 
could wipe it out with a touch of the 
little finger if he could only catch up 
with the Lilliputian enemy. But it 
must be remembered that the two 
Kwangs have natural defences, moun- 
tains that the foe from up North will 
hhave to get over, and there are not 
many passes through those high 
mountains. Millions have been spent 
fon defences that it will cost many 
human lives to take. Perhaps the 
fssue may be settled by the air forces. 
It Chiang Kal-shok's aviators can 
gain the mastery of the southern 
flyers, maybe they can bomb holes 
through the defensive structures that 
will enable the national troops to get 

footing in Kwangtung and Kwangsi, 
and to carry their campaign in the 
Kiwangs lo a successful conclusion,

AIR RAID MEASURES 
IN HONGKONG 


Chinese Firm Experiments 
With Gas Masks 
Front Oun Own Comesronoet 


Hongkong, June. 19.

HARBIN GANGSTERS TO 
DIE 


Four Kaspe Murderers Will 
Pay Extreme Penalty 
Frost Oun Own Comsestoxoert 


P sng nZiabla, Sone 38, 
For _monl Russian press of! 
‘Harbin has been publishing accounts! 
‘of the trial of the kidnappers and. 
murderers of Simon Kaspe in such 
‘a manner as to make the general 
Public come to the conclusion that | 
‘only the lightest of sentences would 
be pronounced, specially after the’ 
Judges permitted the accused to plead 
that they had acted as Russian 
Patriots and the defending counsel 
had quoted paragraphs from various 
authors in which the Jewa were 
shown as a race who should be 
Femoved trom the face of the earth. 

‘The sentence of the Court in the 
Kaspe murder case, announced this. 
morning, therefore, came as a bomb- 
shell to those Russian emigrants who 
were certain that the former -police 
detective Martinoff ond ‘his gang of 
‘associates would get off lightly. ‘The 
Judges were not misled by accused's 
statements regarding thelr work for 
Russia but judged the case as an 
Outrageous one of Kidnapping and 
cold blooded murder. ‘The court 
sentenced the four principals, Mfarti- 
noff, Shandar, Kirichenko and Zaltsef, 
to death and thelr assistants, Kom- 
misarenko and Bezruchko, to hard 
labour for life. For the Jewish and 
foreign population, amongst whom 
the greatest tension has ‘been. felt 
during the trial, the sentences come 
‘as an enormous relief, as they prove 
that the newly appointed judges and 
the reformed Courts are determined 
to end dangers which have for years 
fhreatened many peaceful Harbin re- 
‘Sidents, The gang, headed by de- 
tectives, which caused the murders 
of Kaufmann, Alter and Kaspe has 
been broken up, while others. whose| 
names are not known, will hasten to 
eave the country. 

Energetic French Oftelal 

‘The great services rendered by the 
young and energetic French Vice- 
Consul, Mr. Albert Chandon, should 
not be forgotten for it was only 
through his energy and determination 
that the Russian police were forced 
to act and the body of Simon Kaspe 
was discovered. Probably if Kaspe 
had been a Soviet, the whole case 
might have passed’ into oblivion, as 
other cases of a similar nature have 
done, but now the situation has 
changed, and those in authority 
Fealize the great harm that has been 
done by certain police officials whose 
main object was to extort money 
from Jewish and Soviet residents. 

‘There is little doubt

Spurious Notes Made in Amoy 

‘The Chinese Government for som 
time, as is well-known, has been 
ithdrawing silver as legal tender 
‘and substituting paper in its place. 
Amoy and the surrounding districts 
have recently been flooded with false| 
notes. ‘The forged notes, prineipally | 
20-cent ones, were an imitation of 
those issued by the Fukien Provincial 
Bank and futile efforts were made to| 
trace the source of their manufacture. 
Merchants recently refused to accept 
‘any of this bank's 20-cent notes. The| 
Bank has been trying to withdraw 
them and issue 20-cent variety. 

Last week information was given 
to the police that a Formosan, Sung| 
‘Swon-min, of Taitung Read had be-| 
gun a business under the name of| 
the Hing Hueh Co. and that above 
the shop was an extensive factory 
for the manufacture of bank notes. 
‘The police asked the telephone com- 
pany to close the Taltung Road for 
a short time to all telephone mes- 
sages, while 130 armed men  sur- 
rounded the buildings, stopped all 
‘trafic and raided this particular 
house. In the third storey two men 
were arrested and in the fifth storey 
‘a quantity of chemical ink and une 
printed paper were found. 

‘The strange appearance of one of 
2 certain wall attracted the atten- 
tion of the police. A large bed and 
a number of boxes were moved and 
‘ahole was found which gave entrance 
to the adjoining house rented by an- 
‘other business called the Tai Sing} 
Co. Here another man’ was ar- 
rested. Many packages of uncut 
notes for both twenty and Aifty cents 
were found in this room with an 
electrically driven printing press and 
wooden printing blocks.

* Artificial Stimulation of 
Agriculture 
Frost Our Own Couesoxoet 


Mukden, June 21. 

‘The Showa Iron Works at Anshan, 
described as the largest steel plant in 
the Japanese Empire, has announced 
plans for enlarging its capacity. In 
1035, 650,000 tons of pig iron and 
‘350,000 tons of steel were produced 
by ‘this company. 

It has been declded t6 Increase the 
‘annual output by 150,000 tons of each, 
so that the expected tolal will reach 
1,300,000 tons. ‘To provide for this 
Imerease, the company plans to raise 
‘¥.18,000,000 through an issue of de~ 
bentures, 

"The Ineréased demand for sfoel and 
ron Is stated to be due to the great 
activity in the munitions industries in 
Japan, and the suspension of exports 
‘of American scrap iron to Japan, fol~ 
Towing the Hallo-Ethiopian war. It 
Js interesting to note that much of 
the steel plant was supplied by Ger- | 
man manufacturers and the decision 
to Increase the capacity comes just at 
a time when an agreement has been 
eoneluded with Germany for an in- 
crease in German exports to Man- 
choukuo- 

Salt Exploitation 

Another irdustrlal advance of great 
Importance was the formation of the 
Manchuria Salt Company which ts 

eclally authorized to exploit and 
manage all the salt resources of the 
country. ‘The original capital is fixed 
‘at 5,000,000 yuan, one fourth of which 
1s supplied by the Manchoukuo Gov- 
ernment. The Government expects 
thet the yearly output of salt 
will inerease to more than 250,000 
tons, Japan's demand for salt’ Is 
steadily Increasing and the extensive 
development of the abundant salt 
resources will stimulate industrial 
developments in both countries 

‘Manchoukuo's principal industry, 
agriculture, 1s constantly engaging the 
attention of tho Government. "Among 
the plans for this year are the divid- 
Ing of the country into eighteen dis 
{rlets in each of which the govern- 
‘ment will operate an agricultural ex- 
periment station and model stock 
farms. The departments of Industry, 
Civil" Affairs and” Mongolian Ad: 
ministration have formulated various 














plans inthe effort to speed up 
‘agricultural development in this 
country, 


Soya Products Primary 
Soya beans come in for frst atton~ 
ion sinee beans. bean cake and bean 
oll make up about half the value of 
Manchoukuo's 400 odd million yuan 
of export trade, It Is proposed to 
control cultivation, increase the yield 
er acro and improve the quality.

Lack of Sanitation Causes 
6,000,000 Deaths a Year 


Nanking, June 26. 

Of the total of 12,000,000 deaths in 
China “annually, halt are due to 
unsanitary conditions which might 
hhave been averted through the pro- 
motion of sanitation and the effec- 
tive prevention of contagious 
diseases, declared Dr. Wang Tsu- 
hislang, " director of "the Nanking 
Municipal Health Station. Estimating 
the loss ineurred from these 6,000,000 
doatlis, Dr Wang sald that, “If an 
average of $500 had been expended 
fon the people's up-bringing, a sum 
‘of $3,000,000,000 would have been 
wasted. 

‘The deaths in Nanking from July 
4, 1954, to June 30, 1935, Dr. Wang 
slated, totalled 12,598, or ‘an average 
ff 1,000 monthly, of which halt were 
‘due to negligence of sanitation.

Of the other two projects, con- 
cerned with the Yungting River in 
Hopel, the rst consisted of restricl- 
fing the course of the river and re- 
pairing and strengthening the dykes

ploled at a cost of $275,000, The

POISON LAWS UNDER 
CONSIDERATION 


Controlled Sale Confronted by| 
Peculiar Difficulties 


‘The introduetion of new regula 
tions governing the sale of poisons 
in Shanghal at the present time is 
not expedient owing 1o the peculiar 
status of this clly. That was the 
opinion expressed by Dr. J. H. 
Jordan, Commissioner of the Public 
Health'Depariment, when questioned 
fon. June 24 by the “North-China 
Herald” on the difference between the 
poison Jaws enforced in Great Britain 
[and the regulations existing here. 

"A copy of an advertisement appear 
ing. in the “Pharmaceutical. Journal 
which stated that under the Phar- 
‘macy.and Polsons Act, 1983, certain 
‘medicines were not permitted to be 
‘sold except an a doctor's prescription, 
twas shown to Dr. Jordan. The lls 
Included certain articles, which are 















advertised in various journals in 
Shanghal, and are sold without 
restriction. 


‘To enforce, a controlied sale of 
polsons would require two essentials, 
Dr. Jordan slated. First it would 
require a small army of qualified 
Inspectors to see that the order, was 
obeyed: secandly it would require 
the compulsory registration of all 
doctors. ‘The " former | was not 
practical at the present time becatise 
of the stressed economic conditions; 
the latter was submitted to the rate- 
payers in the form of a resolution

BOXER TREATY END 
REQUESTED 


Chinese Industrial Body 
Petitions Nanking 


‘The Chinese Native Products 
Maintenance Association, in a tele- 
fram to the Executive Yuan and the 
Foreign Affairs Ministry. asks ‘the 
Central Government to abolish the 
Boxer Treaty and gives two reasons 
for this request:—(1) that the treaty 
jn question was concluded under 
which an indemnity was pala to the 
Powers concerned, and (2) that for 
the “maintenance of communications 
between Peking and -Tientsin and 
the protection of forelgn — legations, 
foreign troops were permitted under 
the treaty to be stationed at certain 
places. 

‘The telegrams point out that condi 
tions have changed since the con- 
clusion of the treaty, making "the 
{treaty in question viftually null and 
void. First, the various friendly 
powers have, since ‘the establishment 
‘of Chinese republle, agreed to return 
thelr“ respective portions of the 
Boxer Indemnity “to Chins, and 
secondly, since the establishment of 
National’ Government in Nanking, 
various foreign legations and 
‘embassies in Pelping have opened 
‘offices either in Nanking or Shanghai. 

For these two reasons, the Boxer 
‘Treaty has lost the reason for which 
it was, signed and should therefore 
be ‘declared abolished, so. that. not 
Jonly Chinese'sovereign rights may be 
reserved, but also further troubles

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NAVAL SURGERY IS 
SUCCESSFUL 


Whipple, Smith Thompson 
Joined Together 


“After coming successfully through 
what might well be termed a major 
aval operation, the USS. Whipple, 
estroyer. arrived here on June 23 
from Manila with only the latter halt 
‘of her original structure still in place 
fand with the bow of another ship 
planted on what had originally been 
{her own bow. ‘The Whipple had been 
Involved in a collision with another 
‘American destroyer outside Manila in 
‘April, and as a result, Ameriean naval 
authorities joined parts-of the two 
ships together in a naval “operation’ 
in order to salvage one ship rather 
than lose two. 

‘The collision took place when the 
‘Thirteenth, Fourteenth, and Fifteenth 
destroyer squadrons loft Manila with, 
the U.S. S, Black Hawk and the 
VU, S.'S. Paul Jones for the annual 
summer crulse to the north, in this 
ease to Chefoo, instead of to Tsingtao 
as is usual, in the night the two 
destroyers, the Whipple and the Smith 
‘Thompson’ met in a terrife collision 
‘which resulted in the Whipple losing 
34 feot of her bow and the Smith 
‘Thompson having her midships caved 
in, 

"The Smith Thompson took the 
worse of the collision, naturally, as 
the Whipple tore into’ her head on, 
‘The alter half of the “Smitty” was 
Mooded with water and she was 
rendered useless for further sorvict 
So also might have been the Whipple, 
ut she still managed to navigate 
under her own power.

BREAK-UP OF SCHOOLS AND COLLEGES 


Mr, Chang Kia-ngau Stresses Need for Best Men for 
Ministry of Railways: The Prize-Winners 


CHIAO-TUNG UNIVERSITY 


‘The heavy responsibility of main- 
taining the Institution's prestige 
borne. by graduates of Chiao-Tung 
University, and the preference given 
them over others in obtaining em- 
ployment at the Ministry of Railways 
was emphasized by Mr. Chang Kia- 
‘ngau, Minister of Railways, at the 
‘30th Commencement exercises held 
by the University in Avenue Haig 
‘on June 27, when over 200 students 
were awarded diplomas. 

‘Mr. Chang sald that Mr. J. Usang 
Ly, President of the institution, had 
approached him, in view of the 
special relations ‘between it and the 
ministry, regarding the employment 
of its graduates, He pointed out that 
graduates of other universities had 
taken similar courses and that al- 
though many from Chiao-Tung had 
done it credit, there were still others, 
ho had fullen behind. It was, there 
fore, up to this group of graduates 
to see that public confdence in them 
was Increased, 

Beginning by expressing his joy 
‘at seeing so much new — material 
ready for public service, and after 
paying tribute to the President for 
his able administration, Mr. Chang 
apologized for not having anything 
new to contribute to their knowledge 
fas it was over twenty years. since 
hhe had left school, During this per~ 
fod, however, he had had much con- 
tact with college graduates in differ 
ent administrations, and it was his 
experience that although many had 
become successful, more had failed, 
and few were outstanding. 





‘Tho Reasons 


‘This state of affairs, Mr. Chang 
continued, was due to the’ follow- 
ing reasons: lack of determination to 
‘achieve, lack of spirit of co-operation; 
‘ond lack of ability to lead. Most 
uraduates, after getting into work, 
‘exposed ‘themselves to. vices and 
failed to keep up with their mental 
cullure, Others had the superiority 
complex, refused to co-operate with 
their colleagues, and could not con- 
trol or lead thelr subordinates after 
they had risen to a certain level. 
‘The Ministry of Railways, he said, 
needed good men. Its hope was to 
Duild more lines in the shortest pos~ 
sible period and with the least pos- 
sible expense, and it was hoped to 
complete. 3,000 or 4,000 kilometres 
of lines in the next few years. ‘This 
called for men who could each do 
a much as flve men’s work and 
who. could save money for thelr 
country. In order to acquit them- 
selves creditably, the graduates were 
urged to be prepared for hardships, 











not to succumb to clfcumstances but 
to persevere in thelr struggle. 

‘The Commencement exercises were 
held in Wen Chih Hall at 3 pm. 
After Mr, Ly's report on the year" 
work of the University, Mr, Pan 
Kung-chan, Commissioner of Bureau 
of Education, read a message by Mr. 
Lin Sen, Chairman of the National 
Government, advising the graduates 
to practise ‘what they had learned 
with persistence and self-sacrifice. On 
behalf of the Shanghai City Govern 
ment and also the Shanghai District 
‘Kuomintang, Mr. Pan also wished the 
‘graduates success, 

Mr. Pan Hsueh-pel. Vice-Minister 
‘of Communications, also spoke on the 
occasion. He cited the rapid deve~ 
Topment of communications in China, 
Dut expressed regret at the lack of 
selentifve studies. He said her mat- 
rials and communication and trans- 
portation equipment mostly were im- 
ported and although there were good 
‘engineers, the number of foremen and 
hands specially trained for a parti-| 
cular industry was still negligible 
He urged the graduates to pay parti- 
cular attention to these points,

Altogether twenty students received 
diplomas in selence with the degree 
of BS. among whom were two gir 
88 in administration, (47 from Shang:

Dragon Boat Race in Nantao 
Amusement Resort 


All Chinese amusement resorts did 
a roaring business on June 23 when 
thousands of labourers, apprentices, 
and other employees’ of Chinese 
‘works, and business concerns, given 
a day's holiday on the occasion of 
the Dragon Boat Festival, thronged 
these places from carly In'the after~ 
hoon until Jate at night. With the 
exception of some Government in= 
stitutions which continued business, 
banks and commercial establishments 
were closed, 

Although the Chinese calendar was 
banned ‘by ‘the Gove. ment, ‘the 
majority of Chinese families. observed 
the ‘festival that day. | Special ri 
dumplings wrapped in bamboo leaves 
‘were cooked, and presents were ex- 
changed. At noon, special inedical 
preparations were burned for the pur- 
‘bose of driving away polsonous.In- 
sects with the smoke, as the day 
also called the “Five Polson Day.” 

‘Much of the pleturesqueness attend- 
fant on the festival was observed at 
Pan Soong Yuan. an amusement re- 
Sort near Kinochangmiao, Nantao, 
When a special sIragon boat race was 

fed, whereas such races were ban 
nned on, the Whangpoo by the author 

Such a big crowd gathered at 

the resort early in the day that the 

‘management raised the entrance fee 

from 20 cents to 40 cents big money. 

Carrying a full-fledged dragon, each 
of the two boats was elaborately de- 
fcorated with festoons, flags. and. em= 
brolded “ceremonial "umbrellas. In 
the centre was erected a gaily be- 
‘lagged pavilion hiding the men play 
ing gongs and eymbals to give the 
time to the paddlers,.who were al 
dressed in ancient uniforms. Each 
boat was manned by about 30 persons, 
‘who wielded their paddles with a 
markable unison and constantly were 
cheered by spectators. lining » the

LOCAL SWIMMERS 
GIVEN WARNING 


Danger of Schistosomiasis 
Near Settlement 





As the result of investigations: 
which have been made by the ‘Lester 
Institute of “‘Medieal Research; a 
warning is issued to the” general 
public against swimming in’ fresh 
water ponds in rural areas and also 
‘against allowing dogs to swim in th 
Hungjao Creek at Rubleon Road near 
the “Hungjao Golf Course, 

Dr, R. Cecil Robertson, Head of the 

Pathological Selences Division of the 
Institute, has recently made an in- 
ensive "search for "infected snails 
(Qneomelania molluses) which are 
Fesponsible for Schistosomiasis—con- 
sequent upon receipt of a report from 
the Health Department of the Shang- 
hai City Government that a number 
of cases had been traced to an area 
on the far side of the Soochow Creek: 
near Brenan Road, 
While no. infected snails were 
found, Dr, Robertson regards » the 
‘area mentioned as very suspicious 
‘and fs of opinion that ponds in the 
neighbourhood may be infected. He 
also reports that (fe Hungjao Creek 
near the Rubicon Road Is definitely 
Infected in the neighbourhood of the 
Sanitarium ond the Hungjao Golf 
Course and recommends that dogs 
should not be allowed to stray down 
to this Creek. Chenju area is also 
‘an endemie centre, some collections 
in this district showing fifteen in- 
{fected molluses per 1,000, Though the 
Infection in this area’ does rat dlrect- 
ly affeet Shanghai, residents the in- 
formation shows that the disease 1s 
potentially quite near at hand.

LEAVING 


University Head Going To 
United States 
Pros « Commsronoet 


Dr. ¥. G. Chen, President of the 
University of Nanking sailed on the 
Empress of Japan on June 28 for the 
United States.” Dr. Chen will attend 
the conference at the Institute of 
Pacific Relations to be held in Call- 
fornia in August and will represent 
the University of Nanking at the 
fercentenary celebration at Harvard 
University in September. He will be 
‘in America for about six months, and 
during that Ume will. confer "with 
the Board of Founders of the Univer 
sity in New York and will meet 
friends of the university. 

Dr. Chen is a graduate of the Uni- 
versity of Nanking and has received 
his ata. and pic b. from Columbia 
University. While at Columbia he 
carried on research studies in chemis- 
{ry and was elected a member of the 
Phi Lambda Upsilon and Sigma XI; 
honorary chemical and scientie 
fraternities. He returned to China in 
1922, and was appointed head of the 
Department of Physics ond Chemis 
‘ry at the Peking National Norm- 
‘al University, “where he also 
‘served as Dean of Administration and 
fas acting president. In 1925. he 
joined the facully of the University 
of Nanking: in 1926 he was made 
Dean of the College of “Aris and 
Sclence: and in 1927 was elected 
President of the University. 

‘During Dr. Chen's absence from 
China, the university will be under 
the direction of an Adininistration 
Committee, ‘the members of which 
are as follows:—Dean K. C. Liu, 
Coliege of Arts, Dean H. R, Wel, 
College of Science, Dean C. W. Chana, 
College of Agriculture and’ Fores- 
try, Dr, S. F. Ko, Registrar, Mr, Djang 
Fang, Principal of the Middle School, 
‘and Miss Eisie Priest, Treasurer. 






































STATE DENTISTRY 
CHINA’S NEED 


At Mercy of Imperfectly 
‘Trained Apprentices 


Dr. Peter Kingman Hsu, a mem- 
ber of the National Board of Dental 
Examiners, and Vice-President of 
the Shanghai Y's Men's Club, spoke 
on “Dental Problems in China” at 
the joint meeting of the Shanghai Y's 
Men's Club and the International 
‘Y's Men's Club of Shanghai, held 
on June 22 at the International 
‘Club, with Mr. ¥. Lewis "Mason 
residing. Dr. Hs sald that dentistry 
in China to-day, whether practised 
in a well-equipped office by a highly 
trained man, or in an open stall by 
the roadside, was essentially West- 
ern in form, extinction ‘of native 
dentistry being due to its inherent 
inferiority. Within a period of about 
55 years, ‘more than 4000 Chinese 
dentists “had been produced by the 
system of apprenticeship, and all 
were known as “foreign style” den- 
lists, though, many had “not even 
mastered the rudiments of their pro- 
fession, not to speak of the poor 
‘educational background upon which 
thelr scanty knowledge wes built. 
Not only had Gen. Chiang Kal- 
shek realtzed the importance of 
{rained dentists in relation to the 
national health programme, but he 
had seen also the immediate need 
of a dental corps in the army. In

Laboratory Corner Stone Laid 
in Ceremony 


Commencement week is. being 
‘observed at Chino-Tung University, 
the premier Chinese government 
Institution for. sclentife and en- 
gineering studies, situated at 1954 
Avenue Haig. 

‘On June 25, there was a faculty 
meeting in the morning, and a coun 
cll meeting, in the afternoon. Mean- 
time at 3 pam. a tennis tournament 
was played. between representatives 
of the faculty and of the graduating 
class. In the evening a moving 
picture was screened for the enter= 
tainment of the departing students, 

‘On June 26, witnessed three import- 
‘ant “functions. At 10am, was’ the 
laying of the corner stone ‘of the 
Industrial Chemical Laboratory by 
President Ly. Prof, Ming-Tsal Hsu, 
Head of the’ Chemistry’ Department 
reported that the laboratory would 
cost $10,000 for the house, and 
‘another $10,000 for fxtures. "When 
completed, about a year hence, it 
will be a double-storeyed bullding, 
‘occupying. a ground space of about 
5,000 sq. fl. ‘The ground floor con 
nected with the old laboratory, will 
be furnished with a double-effeet 
evaporator ond a column still, “Out. 
side this, the floor will be divided 
{info two sections, the east section 
for a tanning laboratory and the west 
section for a fuel research laboratory, 
‘The first floor contains two spacious 
research rooms for students and 
several oMces for teachers, 

‘The special speaker for the occa- 
sion was Mr. Yin-cho Wu, organizer 
and manager of five chemical In+ 
dustrial enterprises in town, found: 
er of the Educational Endowment 
for Poor Students, and vice-president 
of the Industrial’ Chemistry Society 
of China. He stressed the need and 
importance of industrial chemistry 
in China's reconstruction, and hoped 
that Chiao-Tung would’ help meet 
the demand by erecting» sucha 
laboratory.

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A DOUBLE GERMAN 
JUBILEE 


Fifty Years of ND.L. and 
Melchers & Co. 


On June 29 the Norddeutscher Lloyd 
Line’ celebrated the Golden Jublice 
of its Far Eastes? service and the 
firm of Melchers & Co. the jubilee 
of their holding the agency of the 
ND.L, (60 years). The existence of 
the Norddeutscher Lloyd 
goes back to 1957, when enterprising 
Bremen merchants, after small begin« 
‘nings-in river shipping on the Wes 
founded the N.D.L. as an overseas| 
shipping company "plying between 
Europe and America. 

For thirty years, development was 
rapld, especially "in the service to 
‘America, and by 1882 the N.D.L. had 
‘almost 100 vessels, many of which 
ranked high in international ship- 








ping, but it was not until 1886 that 
an attempt was made o invade the 
‘time, Bismarck

Sleamer service to the Orient and 
‘Australia, and-on June 20, 1886, the 
first Imperial mail steamer, the ss. 
‘Oder, was commissioned for’ the Far 
East, “leaving Bremerhaven for 
‘Shanghai, 


When Electricity Was Young 

‘The Oder, although a relatively’ 

small ship as compared with the giant 
ners now plying between Europe 
and Asia, received a cordial weleome 
‘at all the ports she visited, and was 
‘an especial object of interest owing | 
to the fact that she was the frst 
ship on the Far Eastern run to have 
‘what was at that time something very 
Much out of the ordinary—electric 
Nights, Three vessels rapidly followed 
the Oder on the Far’ Eastern run 
‘They wore the Proussen, Bayern, an 
the Sachsen, each of which was about 
5,000 tons and 4000 horse-power. 
Several smaller vessels, the Steitin, 
the Luebeck, and the Danzig, also 
made’ the trip out here as regular 
carriers, 

By 1007, the N.D.L. not only had a 
large number of vessels out here, but, 
Atty years after its founding, Its ex: 
press. steamers held first place over 
all competitors as regards speed. 
‘The Meet of the lino was then about 
800,09 tons and the ships covered 

nautical miles. A 
Iso was operated out 
‘at that time, 


Revival in 1921 

‘Owing to the War and she resultant 
‘Treaty, German shipping was set 
back temporarily and it was not until 
1021 that a new start could be made 
fon a small scale along the most im: 
portant routes. By 1922 the Far 
Eastern service was renewed, the 
freighter Westfalen making the’ trip, 
followed soon by the Weser and 
Werra, Later, four more vessels 
were put on the service. A great 
deal of attention was pald to the 
freight service during the years after 
the War, and a combined freight and 
passenger service was developed. In 
1924-1925, ten steamers and three 
motor vessols were added, all proving 
‘great success, and the line once 
‘gain made its bid in the Far Eastern 
service. 

Old ships, which it was felt were 
hampering the service, were scrapped 
and new put In thelr place. The 
Inauguration of the National Socialis 
régime in Germany brought about the 
Breatest building of ships. Three 
express liners, the Scharnhorst, the 
Gnelsenau, and the Potsdam,” were 
built with a definite view of being 
tultable for the Far Eastern service. 
‘All three ships have become very 
popular with passengers as well at 
shippers, and they represent a type 
‘of vessei that meets all requirements 
of passenger and freight tramMe be- 
tween the Orient and Europe. 


























Metchers? Jubltee 

‘The celebration of the Jubilee of 
the ND. is shared by Melchers & 
Co, ‘The company was founded in 
1806 and the office in Hongkong was 
opened in 1808, In 1877, a branch 
‘office was opened In Shanghai with 
the view of getting a foothold in the 
‘Yangtze Valley. Other offices were 
‘opened along the river and the coast, 
80 that 1910 the firm was well 
established in all the Important trad- 
ing ‘centres of China. 

‘The War also set back the Arm of 
Melchers & Co. as was the case with 
the ND.L, but the rebuilding began 
immediately after the War was over. 
‘Omices were reopened throughout the 
Orient, and at the same time the 
association with the N.D.L, was con- 
tinued.

DRAFT AGREEMENT ON 
FACTORY ACT 


S.M.C. Inspectorate to Be 
Established. 


‘The Shanghai Municipal Council on 
June’ 24 approved the following. 
‘draft agreement in_ respect of the 
application of the Factory Act: 

1. ‘The Shanghal Munieipat Council 

under authority delegated by the 
[Chinese authorities agrees 10 apply 
in the International Settlement those 
portions of’ the Factory Act together 
with the by-laws and regulations in 
‘connection therewith which are en- 
forced In Chinese territory and which 
are agreed upon in negotiation from 
time to time. 
2. An inspectorate shall be estab- 
ished within the Couneil which shall 
consist of equal numbers of inspectors 
nominated by the Chinese authorities 
and by the Council, 

‘3. The inspectors shall have the 
following, qualifications:— 

(a). Knowledge of the Chinese 
and English languages. 

(b) Knowledge of the Chineso 
Foctory Law and its application. 

‘e) Knowledge or experience of 
any of the following:—Industriat 
Chemistry, -Bullding Construction, 
Sanitary Engineering, Electrical En- 
gineering, Mechanical Engineering, 
‘nd Statistics, or other experience 
fof use in the work required. 

4, All Inspectors shall serve a pro- 
bationary period of six months before 
confirmation of appointments, 

'5, Remuneration of inspectors shall 
bbe upon the basis of qualifications and 
experience, 

‘The inspectorate shall function 
in accordance with the Chinese Fi 
tory Inspection Laws. 

‘7. Enforcement of Chinese Factory 
Laws in cases of delinquency shall be 
by proceedings in the courts, 

’.''The Council agrees to report to 
the Chinese Government upon a 
practieal basis to be agreed upon. 

‘0. This agreement shall remain in 
foree for a period of three years sub- 
ject to termination thereafter by 
either party upon giving six months’ 
notice to the other part 

‘The agreement mus® be approved 
by the Consular Body before it can 
become effective.

‘Mr, Ishil has had a long and dis- 
tinguished career in the service of 
his country and his record includes 
appointments in such diverse and far 
separated countries as the United 
States, Mexico and England, as welt 
fas various posts in Manchuria and 
China, Morcover he was educated at 
the ‘Tung Wen College in Shanghal, 
‘and Chinese friends have told me 
that he speaks Chinese both fluently 
‘and. correctly, 

With his, departure, therefore, our 
Shanghal Consular Body will lose n 
‘only a personal friend to all of us but 
‘also the support and advice of an 
experienced counsellor in all oficial 
‘questions, 

Nevertheless I am sure that 1 shall 
vo correctly expressing your feelings 
when I offer Mr, Ishii our sincere 
congratulations on his promotion to 
bbe Minister at Bangkok, and our best 
wishes for his success in his new 
appointment, 

T was myself in Siam many years 
‘ago nnd found it a most interesting 
‘and beautiful country, Bangkok it- 
self, on account of its many canals 
and stately buildings, is often refer- 
red to as the Venice of the East, 
and that, you will admit, is high 
praiso for any city, ‘The’ tempera- 
ture, however, is apt to be a trifle 
hot for people who are used to a 
more temperate climate. On the 
other hand, Mr, Ishii will find ther 
a large. community of his own 
countrymen who will make him fee! 
fat home and with whom he will be 
able {0 exercise his skill’ at archery 
and. jujiisu and chess, of which 
Understand he 1s noted ‘exponent, not 
to mention golf. 

I might. mention, ineidentally, 
that he will also hava there a very 
pleasant British colleague in Sir 
Josiah Crosby, who is a personal 
friend of mine’ and was with me in 
1004 when we were youngsters to- 
gether in the Legation at Bangkok.

Within a few days, replied Mr. Ishii, 
he would be leaving Shanghai, and 
in that connection he would ii 
mention a short but true anecdote, He 
was playing on the Japanese gol 
Unks in Kiangwan recently, when a 
stray dog came up to him, wagging 
ts tail In a friendly manner. His 
opponent reminded him of an old 
saying, “When a Shanghai dog get 
friendly, it Is time for you to leave. 
Although his friend meant is as a 
joke, it was perhaps rather a coinei- 
dence that soon afterwards he re- 
gelved his new appointment from the 
jovernment, 


During his stay of nearly four 
years in Shanghai, many things had 
happened. ‘There’ had been many, 
hazards on the fairways, which had 
taxed his constant attention, and the 
Government order came at a time 
when he was. beginning to feel 
somewhat exhausted. He was sorry, 
however, to have to leave the many 
Japanese, foreign, and Chinese friends 
he had made in Shanghai, but that 
could not be helped. 

He felt that perhaps he was far 
from deserving the tribute of praise 
paid him by Sir John Brenan.

‘The Commission has suggested, it 
is learned. an arrangement by which 
Germany ‘will be able to import in- 
Greased amounts of soya beans from 
‘Manchoukuo, To facilitate this trans- 
‘ection, on agreement is envisaged be- 
tween the Yokohama Specie Bank, 
and the Relchbank, whereby, the 
former would finance soya bean pur- 
chases. while the Relchtank would 
open credits in marks, ‘These credits

Chairman Emphasizes Need of Support After Opening| 
Up of New Routes 


‘That full public support was neces: 
sary in order to open up new. bus 
routes was emphasized by the chair- 
‘man of the China General Omnibus 
Co, Lid, at the 13th annual general 
meeting” held on June 22, at the 
office of the general managers of 
the ‘company, Sassoon House. The 
‘chairman’ quoted examples of routes 
that had becn inaugurated or ex- 
tended in response to requests from 
the public and had then failed to 
draw the support necessary to make 
it worth while to keep buses running. 
on those routes, Mr. H. E, Arnhold 
was in the chalr, supported by 
‘Messrs. Chun Bing-him, W. R, Mc- 
Bain and C. J, Meager, in addition 
to Mr, V. Arnold-Jones, (secretary), 
‘and tere was a share representation 
of 145,000, 

In his speech, the chairman said:—| 

When addressing you last year I 
pointed out that the policy being 
ursued was to afford the public a 
Steady and frequent service during 
both rush and normal hours and to 
inaugurate new routes wherever this 
seemed to be justified. This policy 
hhas been continued and considerable 
‘expense has ben incurred in expand 
ing. and improving our services, 
although 1 regret to say we have not 
Feeeived the support for which we 
had hoped. 

‘We are always ready to dovelop new 
territory or to. improve existing 
services If assured of reasonable sup- 
[port but it costs money to do this and 
fs always an experiment as it-is im- 
possible to. foresee whether such 
developments will be remunerative, 
particularly in view of the small 
Amount the public is prepared to pay 
for transportation. 

Route No, 1 on Paying Basis 

It took eighteen months before 
Route No, 1 was on a paying basis 
‘and although this route has now 
‘established itself there have been 
other routes which have proved 
failures, For instance, at the written 
request of 100 applicants Route No. 
T service was extended from Hong- 
kew Park to Tung Lee Road which 
fg adjacent to the terminus of the 
Kiangwan Bus service. This extended 
service ran for six weeks but, then 
hhad to be abandoned because during 
that period the dally average of 
tickets sold amounted to 13 which 
‘based on four trips a day indicated 
that only three people took advantage 
lof this extended service. 

‘On September 2, 1995, Routes Nos. 
‘7 and 12 were combined in order to 
provide a service between Nanyang 
College and the Shanghai City Gov- 
ernment Ferry via Avenue Halg, St.

INo. 6 was extended from Lay Road 
to the corner of Glen Road and

Double Deck Buses 

When addressing you last year T 
explained to you the objects whieh it 
‘was hoped to achieve by the introduc 
Yon of double dock buses. Our 
double deck programme has now been 
completed and we have 31 double 
Jdeck buses in commission. These 
hhave fulfilled the objects we had in 
view: they have proved a great 
success in relieving trafic congestion, 
especially at rush hours, during which 
8 {wo or three minute service is pro- 
vided. 

‘The completion of this programme 
has enabled us to extend our service, 
‘although the number of passengers 
carried shows a small reduction com- 
pared with the previous year,

[biem 1s specially dificult in Shanghai 
where the passenger loads fuctuate 
violently and where the period of 
heavy loading is concentrated into 
about 20 minutes at noon, ‘The con- 
Guelors are instructed to prevent 
fovererowding and many conductors 
hhave been injured in trying to do their 
‘duty in this respect, ‘Their only re- 
‘course Is to seek police aid and this 
fnvolves diMculties which age 
obvious. 
64127 Seats Available 

‘The number of bus seats available 
in 1035 was 6,127 as compared with 
5,278 In 1934. ‘In spite of this. fewer 
passengers were actually carried 
‘whieh indicates that there must have 
‘een much less overcrowding. Taking 
into consideration the average dis 
tance travelled, statistics show that 
jeach seat can ‘accommodate 50 pas- 
Sengers per day. We are therefore 
Providing a service with @ carrying 


capacity of 300000 passengers per 
day, whereas the number actually 
carried is about 100,000 per day. 

‘Our fect is constantly maintained 
in good running order and at the 
close of the year we had 166 buses, 
131 of which are of recent construc- 
tion’ and powered by Diesel Oil 
fengincs, These Diesel equipped buses 
Fepresent over 88 per cent, of the 
net book value of our fest as at 
December 31, 1035. 

Considerable expense has been in- 
curred in dealing with the problem 
fof smoky exhausts, Smoke as a 
nuisanee, however, is a question of 
degree. ' All Dlescl buses amoke a 
Tittle but it is the matter of visibility 
which causes the prejudice, whereas 
‘an invisible gasoline exhaust is more 
‘dangerous, 

‘The record of the company as re~ 
gards accidents is quite creditable. Tn. 
1935, 139,180 miles were driven for 
each accident Involving serious 
damage or  injury—5,148,600 miles 
were operated and 1-1/3rd_ million. 
consecutive miles were run without a 
single fatality. 

Large Credit Balance 

Turning to the statement of ac- 
counts it will be seen that a credit 
balance of $525,988.44 has been trar 
ferred from working account to profit 
and loss account, and that after

which will result in the company's 
fleet being written off more quickly, 
‘This is considered prudent in viow of 
the high maintenance charges which 
become progressively burdensome if 
the fleet is run beyond economic 
mits, This is also duo to the de- 
reeiation in copper currency of 3.02 
per cent, as compared with 1934, 
resulting in a loss for the year of 
$62,900. “Revenue declined  $18,203.3 
due to nearly 1,000.00 fewer pas 
sengors being carried, Our fares are 
still expressed in terms of coppers at 
fan exchange rate of 300 to $1 and 
provided this is maintained the re- 
‘venue for 1936 should benefit. 

Referring to the balance sheet, sind 
taking the liabilities first, the ‘com~ 
any's capital remains unchanged 
$2,797,202.80. 

Overdraft Reduced 

‘The loan from our bankers has beon 
reduced by $97,714.16 during the year 
and indebtedness’ to our bankers 
‘lands at $1,256,500.45 as at December 
431, 1996, ‘This may be considered as 
satisfactory in view of the fact that 
capital expenditure during the yoar 
amourted to $472,713.97, No now 
bbullding programme is contemplated 
in the near future and the accounts 
at the end of 1996 should show a 
substantial reduction in the toan and 

consequent saving in inicrest 
‘charges. 

The sum of $324,544.11 has been 
transferred to depreciation reserve 
during the yoar. From this amount 
must be deducted $214,005.15 written 
off discarded pelrol engines, Wodles 
and equipment, leaving a balance in 
Depreciation reserve of $1,051,810,55. 

‘Turning now to the assets ‘side of

Curious Vagaries

‘Sim,—The ruthless culting by the 
/Chinese censors at Nanking of Rone 
[Clair's latest plelure, "The Ghost Goes 
West.” hes no doubt caused genuine 
Aisappaintment amongst the many 
Mlm-goers who are admirers of his 
art; this. particularly. so. when tho 
tutler ridiculousness of the objection 
is realized. . 

In the first place, if it is superstl 
tion so-called that they are objecting, 
to, why pick on forolgn pictures? ‘The 
writer’ reads Chinese and. certainly 
ic It is superstition they are looking 
for. they will find it, and abundantly, 
In their own literature, thelr folklore. 
Jand above all, in thelr classic plays, 
One need not brave the odours of 
the “theatre district” of Shanghal to 
Jsee a good example of ‘this, On 
Bubbling Well Road ttsolt we find 
1a huige poster for a local play show- 
‘ing a plg-headed human resting after 
battle, And, Sir, if this is not pura 
“superstition,” what Is? Why don't 
tthe censors object to this? Why take 
‘exception to Bottoms ass’s head? 
There certainly scems to be some- 
thing very funny about this whole 
Jeensor business. Neither do I feol it 
Js wholly indigenous: ‘The realities 
‘of the psychic, as I’have 
‘more than wellknown. throughout 
this country, and far from’ being 
“shocked, stunned and horrified” by 
the phenomena, the rational Chineso 
treats the matter with practical com- 
Jmon senso. It would seem, however, 
that this orgy of banning and tabooing 
finds lls origin exotleally among 
type of people who are yet supersti- 
tlous enough {0 believe that by 
stopping the exposition of natural 
phenomena it might be prevented 
from existing. No doubt ‘it was a 
very similar sentiment that prompted 
the devout ecclesiastics of ‘the 14th 
century to burn at the stake te Mald 
‘of Orieans that “superstition” might 
‘ye “dlscouraged” and “enlightenment” 
brought into the world. 

‘But this is no matter to be treated 
Ughtly. If, under the plea of super- 
stition, piciures of the typo of “The 
Ghost’ Gocs West” aro elther banned 
outright or. else hopelessly hashed.up 
‘as to make little oF what 

going to happen to’ some’ of the 
best-known of Shakespeare's works 
when they are filmized, os latest ad- 
vices from Hollywood state 1s being 
gontempleted? What of | Hamlet, 
Julius Cacsar, Macbeth or ‘Tempest? 
No doubt wo' will sec a skeleton of 
thom—if we caro to see them at all, 
just as wo saw a skeleton of “A 
Midsummer Night's Dream.” making 
that, beautiful pleture from what tt 
originally was into something vory 
much of a m{dwinter’s nightmare. 

‘The main point at issuc is. thls, 
How long are the motion picture 
isteibutors willing to tolerate. this 
miserable state of affairs? Statistics 
show there are not more than 80 
cinemas where foreign pletures may 
be shown in the whole of China, 
eompared to some 4,000 in France, 
or 1,200 in Japan. Yet, compared to 
the huge commercial value’ of these 
two countries fo the film trade, the 
fees charged in this country for Im- 
ported films are fve times those for 
native productions, Now, may 
coupled with all the woes of censor: 
ship, why this added discrimination? 

This entire. matter deserves the 
most serious attention not only of ths 
Film Board of ‘Trade, byt also of the 
commercial avid diplomatic repre 
sentatives of the USA. in this 
country, seeing that 98 per cont, nf 
the foréign pictures shown Rere are 
of American origin, 

I would further add it is about 
time the flm-roers of Shanghai do- 
veloped a bit of a spine in their backs 
‘and stood up for action of some kind. 
Among others. we have yet to see 
“ON for the Lamps of China 
Painted Veil," "Shanghai." "Sho" and 
“Dracula's Daughter.” Since the ban- 
ning of “Dracula” some. years ago 
‘sot the precedent the Shanghal public 
have been robbed of many a fine ple- 
ture, spooky or otherwise, either’ on 
the ‘grounds of superstition or gentl- 
ment, 

Once again. however, T would ike 
to question, speaking from the purely 
Tegal standpoint. wherein lics the 
[protection afforded by extraterritorial 
Fights? Wherein lies. the authority 
of these forcign-controlied | Scltle~ 
ments? The five distributing theatres 
‘of Shanghal are American owned, 
and whore the Court of Consuls holds 
power, why should the dictums of a 
foreigh authority be deemed relo- 
vant? Are the Canidrome, Auditor- 
ium or 18S. operating under Chinese 
aw? T don't think 0. 

If, however, there be no chance ot 
Jany' betterment of the film situation 
Jn this country. may T suggest to the 
distributors that they withold  im- 
portation of such pictures as may be 
[shown in’ civilized parts of "the 
world, but are deemed unsuitable for 
exhibition here? It would certainly 
save them trouble, expense and 
























































worry, besides sparing the poor flm-

‘The start to the long trip to Aus 
tralia will be made In October, and 
the present owner is confident that 
hhe and his sailing partner can handle 
the boat without further crew, as 
the yacht is ketch rigged and an ideat 
type for easy handling. He will 
only take a cook, who has no know- 
edge of handling ropes or halyards. 

‘The intention Is to refit in Shang- 
hhal In October, sail down to Hong 
kong, and to carry on from there, 
making a Ielsurely trip, and staying 
‘at various places en roule. From 
Hongkong, the Aracalaea II will make 
for Manila, going on to Borneo, Java, 
stopping at Ball, Timor, and Port 
Darwin, and then making for Cairns 
near Brisbane, and completing the

Aracataca If, formerly known as 
‘Deirdre, was built last spring for 
Capt. Hillman, and is a pleture of 
sturdiness. "She is probably the 
strongest bullt sailing yacht to be 
Taunched from local yards, ‘ns her 
framework is entirely of steel, deck 
beams, bulkheads and other ‘metal 
parts being galvanized, Wer timbers 
fare of specially selectéd and seasoned 
teak, and her hull is sheathed in 
copper plate up to the waterline to 
relard marine growths. 

She has a displacement of 19.64 tons, 
‘but her registered tonnage Is 11.87. 
Her length overall is 41 ft, with a 
waterline of 33 ft. 9 in, Her free 
Board fs 4 ft, 6 In, forward, dropping. 
toa minimum of 2 ft. 6 in, amidships, 
nd increasing to ft. aft. She has. 
a draft of 6 ft. and her beam, moul: 
ed, Is twelve feet. Her Keel is of 
lead and weighs approximately 4 tons: 
she carries no inboard ballast, but| 
her tanks, capable of holding a ton 
‘of waler, or 220 imperial gallons, 
are so arranged that the water from 
fone tank may be transferred to an- 

other if necessary.

‘had declared in its decision that the 
ease was invalid and vold. 

‘The plaintiffs brought an action 
against the realty company in the 
First Special District Court, who 
made an order in favour of the 
plaintiffs for the attachment of the 
ents on the property. On March 30, 
1935, all the occupiers of the prom- 
Ises were notified they were to pay| 
rent to the plaintiffs. ‘This: Judgment 
had been upheld by the ‘Supreme 
Court at Nanking, but, since the order, 
the defendants had continued to cot- 
leet rent, and had sent cut instructions 
to the tenants to pay the rent to them. 


“A Gross Fraud” 


Defining the position of the de- 
fendant company after a suggestion 
from ‘the Judge, Mr. Reader Harris 
‘agreed they were now lessors, as they 
eased the property seventeen days 
defore the first default In the interest 
payable to plaintiffs. ‘The whole thing 
‘was a gross fraud, and the Shanghai 
Land and Finance Co. signed the 
Tease to the defendants for the sum| 
of $1. The default In interest was 
made’ on October 3, and yet only 
few days before they had received 
a large sum. Defendants had brought 
fan action against the plaintiffs for the 
Fevocation of the order made by the 
District Court giving plaintifis the 
rents payable on the property. He 
wished to get an injunction to prevent 
defendants from collecting the rents, 
fs they were still disobeying an order 
‘of the Chinese Court. Tt was the 
Strongest case he had ever had to put 
before any Court. 

‘On January 18, 1995, the Shanghai 
Land and Finance Co. mortgaged the 
company to a Japanese gentleman. 
Mr. Okamoto, and sent out a notice 
to the tenants that they were to pay 
rent to him. During the proceedings 
In the Chinese Court, the company 
was known 98 the Shanghal Land and 
Finanee Company, and two days after 
the mortgage was executed the com- 

ny was registered as a British com- 
pany. Two notices were drawn up. 
to the offect that Mr. Okamoto had no| 
Interest in the rent on the property, 
‘and that the rent was to be pald to| 
plaintiffs. On June 4, 1996, a cer 
tifleate was issued by the Chinese 
Court to say that plaintifts were bene- 
ficial owners of the property, the case| 
baving already been to Nanking. ‘Tho| 
defendants, however, refused to allow| 
plaintifis fo enter the property and 
collect rent, which amounted to about} 
‘$60,000 a year. 

‘The motion was supported by a 
further aMdavit, and correspondence 
was also read out, Mr. Reader Harris 
stating that the Chinese Court clearly| 
had stated the action taken by de- 
fendants against plaintiffs had given 
his clients the cwnership of the land. 
He asked for an Interim injunction 
to be sranted, restraining defendants 
from collecting any further rent. 

















Concluding Day's Proceedings 

During proceedings on June 27, Mr. 
MacDonald read out a ietter which

Since the order of the Second 
Special District Court in favour of 
plaintiffs most of the tenants on 
the property had ceased to pay any

‘There was no real dispute involved

Lease Invalla 
Mr, MeDonald sald that he entirely 
disagreed, and disputed the fact that 
the lease’ of the property to a third 
party by defendants was invalid, The 
Sudge said that it appeared 40 him

mortgagor of the lease could not 
mortgage without the consent of the 
‘mortgagee, unless this was stipulated 
in the mortgage deed.

QUEST ON Mth. MENRY c, MYLER 
Before Mr. C. H. Haines, Coroner 
‘That Shanghai needs a port doctor’ 

or someone who could get in touch 
with a doctor, ready at any hour of 
the day or night to answer calls of 
emergency from ships in harbour, 
was suggested by the Coroner, Mr.

Stating that the preponderance of 
evidence lay on the side of the 
defendant, Judge Milton J. Helmick 
dismissed 'a claim brought against| 
the American Securities ‘Corporation 
by Mr. Morris Zimmerman in the 
US, Court for China on June 25. The 
‘case occupied the attention of the 
court all day the previous day, when 
‘Mr. Zimmerman, represented by 
Messrs. W. C. Watson and C. S. 
Franklin, asked for judgment in the 
‘amount of $90,000, which he said 
represented one per cent. commission 
which was promised ‘him’ if he 
secured a loan for $3,000,000 from 
the Chartered Bank of India, Aus 
tralia, and China, 

Defendants, represented by Mr. 
}3. B. Davies, denied ever making 
‘ny such agreement with the plain- 
tift, and, supported by a. deposition 
signed. by. Mr. R. W. Roberts, man- 
ager of the bank at ®e time of the 
alleged transaction, further denied 
ever having secured any such loan. 

“he determination of this cause’ 
said Judge Helmick “that day, de- 
livering judgment, “rests on issues 
of “fact and not of law. After a 
‘careful consideration of the evidence, 
the Court is of the opinion that the 
Preponderance of evidence les on 
the ‘side of the defendant, and ac- 
cordingly judgment will be entered 
in favour of the defendant, and the 
complaint will be dismissed.” 

Plaintift's Case 

‘On June 24, when the hearing open- 
‘ed, Mr. Watson sald the piaintitt was 
approached by the defendants at the

Toseph Goebbels, Reich Minister of 
Propaganda, in a speech at Stuttgart 
to-day at a meeting of 10,000 political 
leaders of the Nazi Party.

‘An announcement that the Gov- 
ernment did not intend proposing or 
assenting to the recognition of Italy's 
‘annexation of: Abyssinia at the forth- 
coming meetings of the League of 
Nations in Geneva, was made in the 
House of Commons to-day by the 
Foreign Secretary, Mr. Anthony 
Eden. 

He had no news, Mr, Eden said in 
reply to a question, of recent Italian 
military movements, but, according 
to bn estimate prepared about three 
‘weeks ago, the area in Italian military 
cccupation was less than half this 
country although it represented the 
most important part of Abyssinia, 
Sncluding the two principal cities, 
‘Addis Ababa and Harar, and, with 
‘one exception, all’ recognized 
channels of communication with the 
outside world. 

‘Concerning other areas, the Foreign 
Secretary sald he could only speak 
of western Abyssinia, which included 
gre remaining channel of communica- 

ion. 

‘According to recent reports from 
the Consul at Gore, the country was 
in the hands of the Galla population, 
‘who were hostile to the Emperor's 
government, , 


Authority Not Exercised 

‘Such Amharic officials as remained 
were not, he understood, in a posi- 
Yon to exercise authority. ‘The 
Foreign Secretary sald he could not 
‘estimate the strength of the armed 
Abyssinian forces. 

His Majesty's Government, Mr. 
Eden proceeded, could not ’ allow 
farms to go from the Sudan to 
western Abyssinia so long as there 
was no probability that they would 
be received by any constituted 
authority or serve any purpose other 
than promoting civil war. 

He had informed the Ethiopian’ 
‘Minister in London to this effect. 

‘Replying to a further question as 
to whether, in the event of there 
being a government in western 
‘Abyssinia responsible to the Emperor, 
there would be any objection to arms 
going in, the Foreign Secretary sald 
that would create an entirely different! 
situation, 


No British Credits 

‘The Chancellor of the Exchequer, 
Mr. Neville Chamberlain, was asked 
for’ an assurance that, in the event| 
of the removal of sanctions against’

Sarlly ‘responsible’ to Parliament, 
‘would be wiser than the present Com= 
mission, ‘The B.B.C. would probably 
be taken as a guide in working out 
any new administration, althought 
this country is hardly in’ a position 
to organize quite along its lines, 

One of the serious charges that 
has been levelled against the 
Canadian Commission is that there

The Montreal “Gazette,” leading

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INCONSEQUENCES

Mr. George Bernard Shaw, in an 
acid mood, once declared that the 
reputation of “The Times” chiefly 
rested on the material supplied to| 
It by correspondents free of charge 
and its paid-for Agony Column. 
‘The charge was absurd but it 
recognized that the correspondence 
columns ‘of “The Times” had a 
special authority of their own. Mr. 
Douglas Woodruff, who has taken 
‘the pains to make an interesting 
selection of these letters, by kind 
permission of The Times Publishing, 
Co. (“Dear Sir” Methuen, London. 
Points out that the’ develop 
ment of the practice of writing 
letters to the Editor in England was 
due to the circumstance that during| 
the 19th century the man who lived 
by the use of his intelligence and 
‘who gloried in his nationality had 
to suffer an inere: sing invasion of 
his customary rights. 

‘The Englishman finds a most con- 
venient substitute for the law in| 
voicing his grievances in the form. 
of a letter to the Editor. As some 
Shanghallanders know, a letter to 
‘the Editor does not require publica~ 
tion to achieve its primary object. 
Many a letter writer to the “North- 
China Daily News” has confessed | 
quite frankly that even if his letter 





goes into the waste-paper basket 


its principal purpose has been 
served, It has brought a holy calm. 
to the ‘soul of the writer, and per 
hhaps it may be even said that the 
more sulphurous and libellous his 
remarks, and therefore the more 
inevitably destined for the waste- 
Paper basket, the greater is the 
relief afforded. 


Still, there are some who manage 
to keep within the prescribed 
bounds because they desire the ad~ 
ditional titlation to their pride of 
seeing their letter in print, Mr. 
Woodruff remarks: 

It would be an evil day for Eng- 
land if editorial policy ceased to’ 
keep open house for localized. 
rievances, Tt is not true that the 
feneral public Is easily bored with 
detailed stories of official or private 
‘oppression, ‘The idea that Govern- 
ment departments or large corpor 
tions are immune from the

id, isnot 


criticisms of 








borne out by any study of 
newspaper files. 
He comes to the conclusion, 


however, and rightly, that in mak- 
ing an anthology of Letters to the 
Editor, this literature of protest is 
not quotable, it requires far too. 
‘much introduction and explanation. 
'So he concentrates on letters written 
to the great newspaper by people 
who have some information to im- 
part, some curious light to throw: 
‘on current topics, some interesting. 
story of old fashions which can be 
paralleled or contrasted with 
modern practice, or some enquiry. 
to determine some modern social or 
ethical problem, 


The first letter to “The Times 
appears in the second issue, when 
that paper was known as “The 
Universal Register,” and Mr. Wood- 
ruff is careful to explain that there 
could be no letters to the Editor in 
the first issue, thus emphasizing 
}the basic principle of correspon- 
dence in a newspaper, and that 
is, the link of understanding and 
Jeonfidence between reader and 
editor. In the first number the 
Editor had not made the acquaint- 
Janco of his readers nor the readers 
of their Editor, and so the symbol 
of their understanding could not be 
flourished, 





‘As a matter of interest, the first 
two letters to “The Times” dealt 
respectively with the drinking of 
toasts and scurrilous newspapers. 
Belonging as they do to the year’ 
1785 they show signs of the in- 
fluence of the early 18h-century 
classical style: 

Now, we can hardly believe it 
possible, that as most of the com- 
manders in these great armies had 
their ladies, and burned likewi 
for glory—but they drank their 
mistresses’ health, oF to the memor} 











‘Majesty can confidently anticipate the| 
warmest of welcomes. 





‘of those heroes. who had dis 
tinguished themselves in 
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country’s service. Nay, their notions 
of honour and gallaniry must have 
been very high, when one fair 
female orcasioned s0 fierce a war; 
she was no doubt a constant toast. 
‘Thus, on toasts, this extract might 
easily have been part of a letter to 
“The Spectator” in the days of 
Addison. Addison's name is ap- 
propriately mentioned, because here, 
in the second letter on scurrilous 
newspapers, his memory is invoked: 
‘Thus, in some sort, the nation 
may be considered as’a jury con- 
stantly sitting in judgment on. the 
conduct of ministers and. their 
delegates in Parliament, But then 
the free minded and honest will not 
judge from hearing the indictment 
only, but will with fairness and 
precision examine accusers and 
‘witnesses; ever remembering, that 
the greatest characters are marl 
by imperfection, and that statesmen 
have many difficulties to encounter. 
‘The learned and amiable Addison 
says—There is nothing 80 scandalous 
to a government, and detestable 
Jin the eyes of all good men as di 
famatory papers; yet nothing $0 
dificult to. tame as a satirical 
author. 
‘These letters are the only ones in 
the whole volume to show the 
“3” in the old-fashioned way. 
“The Times” correspondence of 
the present day has comparatively 
few pseudonymous letters, Most of 
the correspondents, having some- 
thing to say, sign thelr own names, 
but in the ‘early days it was the 
fashion, as well as possibly, a 
necessity, to use pseudonyms. So 
the gentleman who writes on 
toasts chooses to sign himself “Billy 
Bumper” and the man who assails 
scurrilous newspapers calls himselt 
“Publicola, 

















Initials creep in, but in 1833 a 
letter signed E. Jones discusses the 
iniquities of child Inbour, not by 
unveiling the horrors | in the 
factories where that labour is ill- 
treated, but by describing the 
enlightened administration of some 
cotton mills at Lanark where the 
owner was far In advance of his 

ime: 








Mis ttle kingdom consists of 
well-built houses forming 
broad regular and cleanly streets, 
Near the middle of the town stand 
‘the mills and opposite to them the 
chief mansion of the place, the 
residence of the superintendent of 
the works and occasionally of Mr. 
Dale himself. ‘The town consists of 
nearly 2,005. inhabitants, » mostly 
Highlanders; all of whom’ that aro 
capable of inbour are engaged by 
Mr, Dale in his service, either in 
working at the cotton manufactory, 
or in repairing and Keeping the 
mills in order, 500 children are 
‘entirely fod, clothed and instructed, 
at the exponse of this venerable 
philanthropist, The rest of the 
children live ‘with their parents. in 
comfortable and neat habitations in 
the town and receive weekly wages 
for their labour.

‘Mr, Woodruff properly draws 
attention to one outstanding 
characteristic of correspondence to 
“The Times.” ‘The writers are so 
seldom dogmatic; abuse or violent 
invective is foreign to their style: 
+..:They impart knowledge with 
4an Urbane touch, the toueh of men: 
whose own turn to be instructed 
may easily come to-morrow, not 
with the “touch of schoolmasters 
who know that they are going to 
do all the instructing till the end 
of the chapter, ‘They do not begin, 
as they so often might—"Sir,—What 
T am going to tell you and your 
is. known ‘to very few 
‘They prefer to say, “It 
may not be generally known.” ‘May 
not, indeed! they are quietly positive 
that it is not, for it did not need 
the Invention of crosswords “and 
general knowledge papers to bring 
to light the great ignorance of even . 
the best-instructed of mankind,

Slow But Preferable to Camel Caravans: Chauffeurs, 
Chase Desert Wolf: Government Offices in “Yurts”

Having got as far as Sulyuan, it 
seemed a pity nol to take the op- 
Portunity to have a hasty glance at 
‘Mongolia. “And as my Swedish host 
happened to be going up on business 
to Pallingmiso, the headquarters of 
the Autonomous Council of Inner 
‘Mongolia, I gladly accepted the offer 
of a seat in his tiny two-seater 
Citroen. 

Pailingmiao Wes about 100 miles 
northwest of Suiyuan and I was as- 
‘sured that it was on easy run of six 
to seven hours. In the course of a 
certain amount of travel by car in 
China I have become sceptical of all 
such oficial estimates and generally 
make a mental addition of 50 per 
ent, ‘But even this was to prove an 
lunder-estimate, for the outward trip 
took us over twelve hours, while the 
return journey was even longer. It 
was not our ttle Citroen, however, 
that caused the delay going up, but 
another ear that we were accompany- 
ing. ‘The latter, in the manner that 
is" apparently customary for car 
travelling in Mongolia, was loaded— 
or I should say overloaded—to its 
‘utmost capacity with a mixed assort- 
mont of every possible kind of trade 
Goods and household articles, Perched 
atthe very top of the cargo, about 
ten feet from. the ground, was a 
basket with two white hens. When- 
‘ever the car broke down or got stuck 
In the sand, they would poke out 
their heads and protest loudly against 
the delay. As they had nothing to 
eat or drink during the trip they 
‘were no doubt in a hurry to get 19 
the end of the journey. 





Steering Round Boulders 


‘The first part of the road, until one 
reaches the plateau is, distinetly poor. 
T wag told that it is kept In repair, 
but T failed -to notice any signs of 
this, We ascended steadily through 
fa sandy and stony valley, my com 
anion steering with great skill round 
the boulders which were impartlally 
sentiered about on the so-called 
‘motor road. We then climbed pain- 
fully over a very steep and badly 
‘graded pass, with the help of bands 
of wayfarers, anxious to earn a few 
cents by pushing behind. 

‘Thence we descended through an 

sn stonier valley to the little wall- 
ed ,town of Wuchuan where a regi- 
ment of Pu Tso-y!'s troops is station- 
ed, It is the last Chinese town on 
‘the border and stands 
of the Mongolian plateau: 
other thirty miles ‘or so we passed 
Through country under cultivation, 
with an occasional poverty-stricken 
mud village of the Chinese im- 
migrants, Just beyond the small 
village of ‘Tsatsarh all cultivation 
comes to an abrupt end, just as if a 
Wine had been drawn’ ‘across "the 
country. ‘This is, the limit of Chinese 
rule the end of all settled civilization: 
beyond it one enters the grey lands 
of real Mongolia,

Dreary Life for Traders 


‘The community of Atty persons 
composing the establishment must 
ead a rather dreary life: no women 
fare allowed toreside on the premises, 
there are no neighbours for miles 
Found and home leave is only grant- 
ed every three years, 

‘The roads across the grass-lands 
are excellent: bridle tracks with a 
smooth, hard surface on which one 
can get up a speed of fifty to sixty 
rifles an hour. As a matter of fact, 
the grass being short in most places 
fand the surface hard, one ean drive 
over the plains in alimost any direc 
tion one wants, without keeping to 
‘the road at all. 

Thad a practical demonstration of 
this when my companion spotted a 
large grey wolf crossing the road in 
front of us. Full of sporting en- 
thusiasm he swung the car off the 
road and gave chase to the wolf 
across country. His somewhat opti- 
mistic idea was'to cut if off and drive 
it in front of the other car whlch had 
also turned aside to join the chase.

We arrived at Pailingmiao long] 
after date, At some barracks about 
three miles outside the place we were 
frst stopped by Mongol soldiers in 
grey uniforms who belonged to Prince 
‘Teh, and a second time, as we enter- 

‘the town, by the khaki-clad men 
‘of Li Shou-hsin. As my companion 
‘was well-known toboth lots, we were 
allowed to proceed without dimculty | 
to our destination, a very mediocre | 
Chinese inn which, I was proudly in- 
formed, was the finest building in 
Pallingmiae. 


Close-up of Pailingmiac 

On the morning after my arrival 
fat Pailingmino I arose at an early 
[hour eager to inspect the wonders of 
this future capital of Inner Mongolia | 
‘about which I had heard so. much. 
T was quickly disillusioned. Pailing- 
mio Is a dead-alive, disjointed kind| 
of w place without even the saving 
‘grace of beautiful surroundings. It 
consists of three distinct and separate| 
pers, 

‘There is the temple, the nucleus 
round which the town has grown up,| 
looking picturesque enough at a dis-| 
tance, with its temple roots, white| 
walls and red doorways. On close! 
Inspection it loses much of its charm, 
‘as many of the compounds are closed 
‘and the dwellings of the monks in 
‘a bad state of dilapidation. 

‘The temple, or rather monsstery,| 
is a little town in itself, supposed to 
harbour over 3,000 lamas. Judging. 
from the deserted appearance of the 
jeombounds, I should doubt whether 
there are as many as 300 there nowa- 
days. ‘The name, Pailingmiao by the| 
way, is Chinese corruption of Pei 
tsulinmiao (Temple of Prine Lin). 
‘The temple, I believe, was erected 
in memory’ of this prince who was 
execuled by the Emperor Kanghs! at 
Sulyuan, who had come there to sup-| 
press a\ border rebellion. 

Permanent Offices Being Built 

About a couple of hundred yards 
from the temple is the governmental 
lly with the oMees of the Pailing-| 
miao Council. ‘These consist of about 
a dozen yurts (the Mongol felt tents) 
most of which were closed up, as] 
Prince Teh and the other members 
of his government were away in the| 
ast holding a conference with the: 
Changpei government at a place 
called Chapser. About ten miles 
‘of Pailingmiao they have started to 
erect permanent government olices, 
but T'was told that the work is at 
present at a standstill, 

Tt was said that the reason for! 
putling these new offices so far from| 
the town, was in order to remove| 
the Council from the influence of the 
reactionary lamas of the monastery. 
‘This would appear to be a somewhat| 
superfluous precaution. Judging from 
the brutish faces of many of the] 
Jamas, I saw and from the disrespect 



































ful way the common people speak 
‘of them, one would scarcely have 


‘thought that they wielded any great 
politleal influence. 


Second Army of Inner Mongolia 
Anyhow, a well-armed and dis~ 
‘elplined force, no matter how small, 
is the deciding faclor in the political 
situation in Toner Mongolia in these 
days, And that is what the hundred 
‘edd Manchoukuo troops of Li Shou- 
hhsin represent who are now stationed 
here under two Japanese officers, 
calling themselves the “Second Army’ 
of Inner Mongolia.” Cut off by a small 
Stream from the other two cities lies 
the Tamshackle trading town, a col- 
ection of about fty mud ‘houses, 
that could scarcely be reckoned a) 
large-size village in China Proper. 
Tt is said to contian 500 inhabitants 
‘of whom 200 Chinese. An interesting 
feature was a compromise form of| 
architecture between the tent of the 
nomads and the mud house of the 
Chinese: mud dwellings but built in 
the elreular form and which the low’ 
entrances of the Mongol yurts. 

‘On the slopes at the back of the 
town an American missionary. doctor 
‘and his wife live in three yurts, 
ministering to the ills of the Mongols. 
‘The use of the plural here is almost| 
Superfluous as there seems to be only| 
one form of illness in Mongol 
syphilis to wit, with which the popul- 
ation seems to be riddled, from prince 
to shepherd, men and women, young| 
‘and old. It is a very serious social 
problem, And one of the causes for 
the prevalence of this disease {s, T 
‘was told, the Independent and free 
fand easy altitude of Mongo! women- 
folk in their love affairs. 


Praise Somewhat Overdone 

‘One hears much from travellers in| 
‘Mongolia of the charm and comfort 
of life in a yurt. Having bumped| 
my head no less than three times| 
‘against the lintel of the doors which 
are less than half the height of an 
‘ordinary civilized door, IT consider| 
the praise of the yurt somewhat over- 
done. All the more, when I heard 
that ‘they are very diMeult to keep| 
‘warm in winter, when a strong wind 
Is Blowing. 

Having exhausted the sights of 
Pallingmiao easily within half a day| 
‘we prepared for the return journey. 
‘A violent dust-storm was raging when 
we started, And it was pleasant to 
note, as illustrating the human fond- | 
ness’ for attributing the ills of life 
to some one else, that while we in 
Peiping talk learnedly of the dust- 
‘storms from Mongolia, or even from| 
the Gobl, the people of Pailingmiao| 
called it “Chinese dust.” 

‘As we were leaving behind the| 
large car that we had convoyed up| 
and were returning alone. my com- 
panion was even surer than ever of 
‘his estimate of six hours. Despite’ 
all experience I was almost persuaded 
‘and pictured to myself a comfort- 

te bed that night at Suiyan. Alas| 
for human ealculations—as agains 
the perversity of motorears in this| 
country—our ear which had taken us| 
up without giving any signs of| 
trouble, started to go wrong from the| 
very beginning. Finally about 9 pm. 
in pitch darkness anda raging| 
snowstorm—It was May 22—our lights| 
‘gave out and the car came to a dead| 
stop in a wild, stony valley, on the| 
wrong side of the pass. 

Primitive Camel Ini 

By mere chance we had come to a! 
halt close to a camel inn. A camel 
finn, at the best of times, is regarded 
‘even by the Chinese carter fraternity, 
as a very interlor form of accom- 
modation. The one we struck was| 
even more primitive than usual. A 
peculiar ordour of old clothes struck 
us like a blast as we entered; the 
‘kang space was fully taken up by 
about a dozen camel-drivers; while 
the usual swarms of non-paying 
guests crawled all over the place. 

‘Worst of all there was no edible 
food of any kind, at least not edible 
fo us, mot even an egg. So we had| 
to go supperless to bed. At least, 
my companion did. For after per- 
suading the camel-men to make room 
for him on the kang by pressing| 
closer together, he laid down and 














soon fast asleep. I reclined on a 
small stool and spent a restless night. 
‘On the numerous occasions when I 
‘opened my eyes, some occupant of 
the kang was sitting up indulging 
jin the usual indoor sport of hunting 
among his clothes. 

‘On the following morning, after| 
‘a few minor repairs the car gracious- 
ly decided ‘to start again, and we 
reached Suiyuan shortly before mid- 

ay. 

‘The trip Js certainly well worth 
doing. But my advice to those who| 
wish to visit Mongolia is, to do it 
by car, and by a car that has been 
‘thoroughly overhauled beforehand.

correspondents are inclined to be 
even a little emphatic in their 
statements, they surprisingly meet 
with correction almost in the next 
issue. Even Mr. A. P. Herbert, most 
amusingly writing against modern 
regulations , forbidding the male 
bather to wear a slip and recalling 
the fact that in older, and there~ 
fore presumably more squeamish 
‘times, men bathed in that exiguous 
article of attire, is immediately.

Whether the rebuff was justified 
is not clear, because two further 
correspondents declare that the 
phrase was current long before the 
Prince Consort existed or the Ex- 
hibition ‘of 1851, and one of them, 
1 peer of the realm, Lord Dartmouth 
to wit, supplies the popular but 
vulgar’ answer to the enquiry, 
“Better since you licked them.”

‘This annual record of the Him 
Jayan Club comes {0 hand just at 
the time when news has been re- 
eelved of the gallant failure of the 
1090 Everest Expedition, So atten- 
tion is at once caught by Erie 
Shipton's account of the reconnais- 
snnee of Mount Everest carried out 
in 1935 ag a prelude to the now 
‘abandoned expedition of this year. 
‘The main objects of the reconnais- 
sance were to collect data about 
monsoon and snow conditions at high 
altitudes and to investigate the 
possibility of the monsoon oF 
ost-monsoon altempt, to examine 
possible aliernative routes from the 
West, to report on the ice formations 
fon the North Col, to test new men 
fs suitable members for the main 
expedition, to investigate the ques- 
tion of provisions, and to carry out 
a. stere

23,000 feet, ‘The thrill experienced 
‘on reaching the top of Kellas’ Rock: 
‘Peake was enhanced by the knowledge

graphed than the bigger giant. 
‘Kharta.Changri, 23,070 feet, in the

Food Supply Problem 


In attempting to solve the ‘problem 

‘of ‘the food supply the reconnais- 
sance party planned to live mainly 
off the country and found it not too 
diqeult. Sheep were plentiful and 
cheap and an unlimited supply of! 
eges was obtainable, Frequently the 
party put away 100 eggs in a day 
‘and on one occasion four between. 
them ‘te 140, ‘They were not always. 
fresh and had to be scrambled or 
made into an omelette in order to 
disguise the bad ones. No gastrono- 
mical trouble occurred, there was 
very little loss of weight, although 
the” party spent ‘several months on. 
the glaciers at considerable altitudes. 
‘The ‘eonclusion was that it was 
easier to keep ft and keep up 
Strength by living off the country: 
than by Keeping to a tinned diet, 
although the local food might not be 
0 appetising. This method had the 
additional advantage of reducing| 
transport dificulties. The problem 
of the primus stove at high altitudes 
was solved when the reconnaissance 
party reported its experiences to the 
RAF, authorities at Farnborough, for 
they were able to give information 
which produced a burner functioning 
well at a pressure equivalent to ap 
altitude of 35,000 feet. 
‘On the whole the party seem to! 
have been favoured by the weather, 
‘and although Shipton does not say 
0, it seems as if conditions in 1935 
might well have facilitated a suc- 
cessful attack on Everest jtself. For! 
the montoon was late, and although | 
‘the Teconnalssance was no picnic| 
and the party had plenty of exeite- 
ment in dealing with the special 
brand of weather conditions prevail- 
Ing at those heights, it had longer 
spells of fine days than seem {0 
fave come the way of Hugh Rutt- 
edge and his expedition.

Romance could not be expelled 
even in the snow-capped heights, 
‘The temptation of sliding down the 
snow guilles was irresistible to the 
European members of the expedition, 
but the Sherpa bearers, not accus- 
tomed to the glissade and, moreover, 
encumbered by their loads, were 
fdvised to descend by the easier if 
longer road presented by the rocks, 
‘One of them, named Pasang, despis- 
ed. this cautious alternative ond 
Getermined to enjoy the glissade 
Uke his European colleagues. He 
Jost control and .cartwheeled down, 
the slope. Fortunately his pack 
Yecame detached and thus tho 
major catastrophe was avoided as it 
Were by a miracle, for Pasang 
escaped with nothing worse than 2 
badly bruised leg. He was, how- 
‘ever, temporarily off active duty 
and a pony which had been bringing 
Up supplies took him down ‘for 
attention in a neighbouring village 
When he rejoined the party, safe 
and sound, in the Kharta valley ho 
had equipped himself with a wito 
and brought her back with him to 
India. It is not given to many men 
fo find matrimonial bliss at 20,000 
feet above sea level.
